INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

— OF — 

HON.  CHARLES  A  FAIRBANKS. 


(Delivered  before  the  City  Councils  Jan.  5,  1898.) 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

lyOng  before  the  problem  of  governing  American  cities 
had  become  intricate,  the  mayor  of  an  active  manufactur- 
ing and  commercial  New  England  community  addressed 
his  councils  as  follows: 

"In  administering  the  police,  in  executing  the  laws,  in 
protecting  the  rights  and  promoting  the  prosperity  of  the 
city,  its  first  officer  will  be  beset  and  assailed  by  individ- 
ual interests,  b}^  rival  projects,  by  personal  influences,  b}^ 
party  passions.  The  more  firm  and  inflexible  he  is  in 
maintaining  the  rights  and  pursuing  the  interests  of  the 
city,  the  greater  probability  of  his  becoming  obnoxious 
to  the  censure  of  all  whose  passion  he  thwarts;  of  all 
whose  interests  he  opposes." 

The  problem  that  confronted  this  officer  three-quarters 
of  a  centur}^  ago,  is  also  my  problem.  In  all  these  years 
human  nature  has  changed  very  little,  and  the  same  kind 
of  people  who  lived  then  are  living  now. 

But  while  not  insensible  to  the  responsibilities  that 
concern  you  as  much  as  they  do  me,  and  fully  determined 
to  profit  both  by  friendly  and  hostile  criticism,  I  enter- 
tain no  doubt,  that,  if  we  aim  to  perform  our  tasks  with 
sincerity  and  in  good  faith  and  are  constantly  thoughtful 
and  considerate  in  our  official  intercourse,  old  Dover  will 
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be  fairly  well  serv^ed  in  1898.  With  the  encouragement 
of  each  other  and  of  the  community  at  large,  it  is  not 
unreasonable  to  expect  such  a  measure  of  success  as  com- 
monly falls  to  honest  endeavor.  Of  course  this  pre- 
supposes that  you  and  I  will  not  be  swayed  or  unduly 
influenced  by  the  timid,  who  fear ;  the  doubter,  who  hesi- 
tates ;  the  demagogue,  who  misrepresents  ;  or  the  extrem- 
ist, who  would  subordinate  all  other  public  questions  to 
his  own  idea. 

One  of  the  problems  which  is  engrossing  the  attention 
of  some  of  the  most  thoughtful  and  cultured  minds  in 
this  and  other  countries  as  well,  is  that  of  the  best  gov- 
ernment for  municipalities.  At  stated  intervals,  national 
campaigns  and  state  issues  arouse  the  interest,  stimulate 
the  enthusiasm,  and  engross  the  attention  of  the  people, 
and  men  sharply  divide.  But  the  results  of  national 
legislation  are  seldom  near  at  hand.  At  times  changed 
conditions  show  that  something  is  wrong  and  frequently 
we  have  to  wait  for  the  good  to  show  itself.  Not  so, 
however,  with  municipal  legislation.  The  responsibility 
is  fixed  ;  the  effects  are  immediate  and  direct.  Some- 
times felt  keenly,  and  not  unfrequently  terribly  and  dis- 
astrously. Wh}'  communities  should  so  magnify  the  first 
and  so  preversely  minimize  the  second,  passes  compre- 
hension. 

A  cit}^  has  been  defined  as  a  municipal  corporation. 
"Its  chief  functions  are  administrative,  rather  than  political, 
and  it  should  be  governed  like  any  business  corporation. 
It  is  legally  composed  of  the  inhabitants  within  its  limits. 
And  in  one  sense  every  voter  may  be  termed  a  member  of 
the  corporation  and  every  tax-payer  may  be  regarded  as  a 
vStockholder  or  bondholder." 

James  Brice  in  the  American  Commonwealth  says, 
"That  two  tests  of  practical  efficiency  may  be  applied  to 
the  government  of  a  city — what  does  it  provide  for  the 
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people  and  what  does  it  cost  the  people.**  If  I  am  famil- 
iar with  municipal  affairs  at  all,  then  this  is  true,  that  the 
people  of  a  community  are  willing  to  pay  reasonable  taxes 
but  they  desire  an  equivalent  for  their  mone3^  Poor  and 
rich  alike  desire  good  schools  ;  they  demand  good  water  ; 
thej^  require  good  streets  and  highways  ;  they  call  for 
cleanliness  and  sanitary  conditions  compatible  with 
health ;  they  expect  an  efficient  police  protection  for 
their  safety,  and  an  alert  fire  department  for  their  securit}^ 
financially. 

No  administration  could  live  which  did  not  provide 
such  necessities,  nor  could  a  community  be  held  together 
which,  within  reasonable  limitations,  was  not  possessed  of 
them.  But  having  provided  the  necessities,  those  con- 
ditions essential  to  comfortable  living,  we  ought  to  stop 
and  draw  the  line  sharply  between  absolute  needs  and 
desirable  luxuries.  The  people  of  this  community,  as  I 
understand  it,  do  not  want  us  to  be  niggardly  in  the  con- 
trol of  their  affairs ,  but  they  do  desire  and  demand  prudent 
and  economical  management.  Or,  in  other  w^ords,  I  think 
it  is  expected  of  us  that  in  the  management  of  this  trust 
the  same  care,  judgment  and  foresight  should  be  exer- 
cised as  all  of  us  are  compelled  to  observe  in  the  manage- 
ment of  our  private  affairs — desiring  many  luxuries  and 
yet  foregoing  them. 

Having  established  the  question  as  to  what  are  the 
reasonable  and  just  necessities  for  the  community  for  the 
coming  j^ear,  I  believe  it  is  our  bounden  duty,  under  the 
oath  which  each  member  of  these  councils,  as  well  as  m^^- 
self,  have  this  daj^  solemnly  taken,  to  administer  the 
affairs  of  the  city  as  we  would  our  own.  Appeals  to  per- 
sonal friendship  ;  rewards  for  sendees  rendered  ;  threats  of 
future  punishment,  should  have  no  weight  in  the  adjust- 
ment of  public  questions. 

That  our  propert}^  valuation  is  already  high  is  shown  by 
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the  price  paid  for  real  estate  at  public  auction ;  that  our 
rate  is  already  as  high  as  we  can  bear,  no  one  doubts  ;  the 
farmer  already  overburdened  knows  it ;  the  corporations 
upon  which,  directly  or  indirectly,  every  business  man 
and  laborer  in  the  community  is  dependent,  feel  it. 
And,  can  we  much  longer,  in  equity,  saddle  off  on  to 
future  generations  an  increased  funded  debt.  The  remedy 
consists  in  a  wise,  judicious,  discriminating  administra- 
tion, and  that  remedy  rests  with  you. 

Standing  here  today  as  the  chief  executive  of  the  city, 
and  as  an  advocate  of  economy,  no  words  of  mine  are  to 
be  construed  as  conveying  anywhere  the  impression  that 
I  believe  this  is  a  decadent  city.  Rather  do  I  believe  it  a 
living  and  progressive  one — equalled  by  no  other  in  the 
state  as  to  its  history  and  natural  and  acquired  advan- 
tages.

WATER    DEBT.

The  water  department  being  self  sustaining,  I  have 
debited  the  city  with  the  water  debt  and  credited  the  city 
with  the  same  amount,  which  is  certainly  fully  represented 
by  the  value  of  the  water  plant. 

I  have  not  considered  the  cash  or  uncollected  taxes  as 
an  asset  of  the  city,  to  be  set  off  against  the  public  debt, 
because  the  sum  is  needed  for  current  expenses  prior  to 
the  new  tax  levy,  and  we  should  carry  to  our  successors  a 
similar  amount  each  year.  No  man  ever  yet  grew  rich 
by  inflating  his  assets  or  underrating  his  liabilities. 

There  are  various  ways  of  dealing  with  the  cemeter}^ 
notes  of  $13,500.  But  it  appears  to  me  after  mature  con- 
sideration that  the  best  method  of  treating  this  debt 
would  be  for  the  trustees  to  regard  theirs  as  a  separate 
department,  as  in  the  case  of  the  water  system,  and,  so  far 
as  practicable,  meet  the  expense  of  improvements  and 
reduce  the  indebtedness  from  the  sale  of  lots.  By  this 
method  we  should  continue  the  notes  as  a  temporary^ 
loan,  and  avoid  any  addition  either  to  our  funded  debt  or 
to  the  appropriation  budget  for  the  current  3'ear. 
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FIXED    CHARGES. 

I  desire  at  this  point  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fixed 
charges  of  the  city.     They  are  as  follows :

This  sum  represents  what  the  city  is  absolutely  re- 
quired to  pay  out.  The  various  items  are  either  obliga- 
tions established  by  law,  or  that  have  been  left  as  legacies 
for  us  by  previous  city  councils.  The  total  amount  is 
larger  by  more  than  $26,000.00  than  the  net  debt  of  the 
city  as  given  in  the  inaugural  of  the  Hon.  B.  F.  Nealley 
for  January  i,  1888;  onlj^  $60,640.00  less  than  the  taxes 
assessed  for  all  purposes  in  1897;  only  $25,998.00  less 
than  the  taxes  assessed  for  all  purposes  in  1888;  only 
$6,845.00  less  than  the  taxes  assessed  for  all  purposes  in 
1878;  and  $16,578.00  more  than  the  taxes  assessed  for  all 
purposes  in  1868. 

These  figures  are  suggestive  in  two  ways:  first,  as  de- 
manding more  than  ordinary  care  in  making  of  the  appro- 
priations ;  and  second,  as  impressing  upon  all  citizens, 
who  desire  low  taxation,  that  a  certain  measure  of  respon- 
sibility rests  with  them,  and  that  signatures  to  petitions, 
often  carelessly  given,  for  extraordinary  expenditures  of 
money,  should  be  carefully  w^eighed.  Personally,  while 
I  would  call  no  man's  motive  in  question,  yet,  knowing 
how  petitions  are  frequently  obtained,   I  have  ceased  to 
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and  disinterested  public  opinion. 

BRIDGES. 

Practically  all  of  our  bridges,  or  at  least  those  carrying 
the  most  of  travel,  are  of  iron.  Once  in  every  three 
years  all  iron  bridges  should  be  thoroughly  painted  to 
prevent  corrosion  and  decay.  There  is  no  economy  in 
neglect.  Examination  should  also  be  made  with  equal 
frequency  about  the  ends  of  the  iron  work  on  the  abut- 
ments or  piers,  to  remove  all  accumulations  of  sand  or 
other  dirt,  which  may  gather  around  the  bearings.  Such 
accumulations  hold  moisture,  and  keep  the  iron  work  in 
just  the  right  state  to  corrode.  They  also  clog  the  ex- 
pansion rolls  and  hinder  the  free  expansion  of  the  iron 
work,  which  causes  unnecessary  strains. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

From  my  earliest  remembrance  the  record  of  our  fire 
department  has  been  unsurpassed  by  that  of  any  city  of 
our  size  in  New^  England.  It  was  the  pride  and  boast  of 
our  fathers,  and  from  knowledge  and  acquaintance  I  am 
convinced  that  it  has  lost  none  of  its  earlier  character  for 
alertness,  efficiency  or  esprit  de  corps.  So  far  as  con- 
sistent with  our  financial  condition  I  would  augment  its 
powers  for  usefulness. 

POLICE    DEPARTMENT. 

People  who  are  doing  the  work  of  life  well  and  credita- 
bly, rarely  ever  give  a  thought  to  the  policemen  they  en- 
counter on  the  streets.  If  sturdy,  intelligent,  polite  and 
neatly  uniformed,  the  public  is  unconcernedly  satisfied 
with  the  force.  And  yet,  the  peace,  safety  and  happiness 
of  law  abiding  citizens,  depend  on  the  proper  discharge 
of  police  duties.  The  successful  pursuit  of  business,  the 
possibility  of  accumulating  and  preserving  wealth,  rest  on 
the  policeman's  sagacity,  tact,  firmness  and  gentleness. 
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vSCHOOLS. 

It  is  sometimes  remarked  as  an  adverse  criticism  upon 
the  management  of  our  schools,  that  about  one-fifth  of 
our  tax  levy  is  appropriated  to  the  support  of  public  edu- 
cation. Though  the  fact  exists,  it  is  far  from  being  a  re- 
proach to  the  City  Councils  which  appropriates  the  monej^ 
and  to  the  School  Committee  which  expends  it.  The 
schools  should  be  one  of  the  crowning  glories  of  the  city 
and  the  pride  of  every  citizen,  rich  or  poor.  The  State 
requires  education  at  the  public  expense,  as  a  safeguard 
of  our  institutions.  Public  schools  place  the  poor  man 
on  a  level  with  the  rich  man;  in  them,  there  is  no  caste, 
no  aristocracy. 

Aside  from  a  patriotic  desire  for  the  general  diffusion 
of  intelligence,  selfishness  and  civic  pride  should  prompt 
us  to  a  liberal  support  of  our  schools ._  No  one  depart- 
ment of  expenditure  will  do  more  to  place  our  city  in  the 
front  ranks  as  a  residential  city  than  this.  Every  intel- 
ligent parent  seeking  a  new  home,  examines  into  the 
standing  of  the  schools.  No  other  factor  will  tend  so 
strongly  to  draw  a  desirable  class  of  population  to  our 
city,  as  their  excellence;  no  other  factor  will  be  so  poten- 
tial in  drawing  to  our  midst  a  class  of  people  retired  from 
business,  who  are  seeking  desirable  homes. 

G.  Stanley  Hall,  President  of  Clark  University,  one  of 
the  leading  educators  of  the  world,  says — "Every  day  we 
have  signs  of  awakened  interest,  and  cultivated  people 
everywhere  are  coming  to  realize  that  there  is  only  one 
great  cause,  the  cause  of  education." 

President  Andrews,  of  Brown  University,  writes — "In- 
terest in  education  is  a  leading  phenomenon  of  our  age. 
Probably  not  less  than  four  hundred  millions  of  dollars 
are  now  expended  annually  in  the  United  States  for  edu- 
cational purposes.      A  high  school  may  now  possess  bet- 
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ter  apparatus  than  the  wealthiest  University  in  America 
owned  before  the  Civil  War." 

In  my  judgment  we  should  carefully  consider  the  needs 
of  this  department,  recognizing  the  wide  difference  be- 
tween parsimony  and  wise  ecpnomy;  between  extrava- 
ganc2  and  liberal  expenditure  for  necessities. 

WATER    WORKS. 

An  experience  of  practically  ten  years,  has  justified  the 
judgment  and  prescience  of  those  who  were  advocates 
and  promoters  of  the  plan  of  the  municipal  ownership  of 
a  water  plant.  I  think  I  may  be  permitted  to  say  that  it 
is  a  system,  of  which  any  citizen  may  well  be  proud. 
And  yet,  by  unwise  management,  it  might  easily  become 
a  burden  to  the  tax-payers  of  the  city.  Extensions  of 
pipe  lines  laid  to  gratify  personal  caprice  or  satisfy  selfish 
interests,  would  shortly  result  in  one  of  two  conditions: 
either  there  would  be  a  failure  to  reduce  the  debt,  or  there 
would  necessarily  be  an  increase  in  the  rates  of  those  who 
are  already  water  takers. 

I  have  never  believed  that  it  was  a  wise  plan  to  appor- 
tion a  fixed  sum  as  the  amount  that  the  city  should  pay 
for  water  for  municipal  purposes.  In  my  opinion  the 
preferable  one  is,  that  each  hydrant  post  should  pay  a 
fixed  rental,  and  that  all  other  water  used  for  municipal 
purposes  should  be  metered.  In  this  way  any  tendency 
toward  non-productive  extensions  and  excessive  and  use- 
less consumption  of  water  would  be  checked.  On  the 
ether  hand  the  Water  Board,  knowing  the  productive 
value  of  any  given  extension ,  the  revenue  which  could  be 
depended  upon,  would  be  held  strictly  accountable  for 
their  own  acts,  and  would  be  forever  estopped  from  call- 
ing on  these  councils  for  moneys  to  make  up  deficits. 

I  have  enlarged  more  freely  on  this  topic  than  I  should 
were  I  not  convinced  that  the  only  way  the  water  system 
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can  become  a  burden  to  the  people  in  the  future,  will  be 
along  the  lines  which  I  have  heretofore  set  forth. 

PUBLIC    LIBRARY. 

I  commend  to  your  continued  care  and  liberality  our 
Public  Library.  No  one  of  our  public  institutions  is 
more  essential  to  the  growth,  prosperity  and  good  name 
of  the  city.  Since  its  establishment  from  comparativeh^ 
small  beginnings,  the  Library  has  grown  to  large  propor- 
tions, now  numbering  about  twenty  thousand  volumes, 
and  its  growth  is  steady  and  sufficiently  rapid,  both  in 
the  number  and  value  of  its  collections.  It  is  becoming 
the  depositor}^  of  valuable  documents  and  archives,  es- 
pecially touching  the  history  of  this  ancient  municipality, 
and  is  already  so  inviting  as  to  attract  the  attention  of 
scholars  and  investigators  who  visit  it  and  consult  the 
books  with  constantl}'  increasing  frequency.  Its  consti- 
tution is  happily  framed  for  a  faithful,  intelligent,  non- 
partisan and  non-sectarian  administration,  and  we  have 
been  fortunate,  hitherto,  in  securing  a  management  of  it 
by  Trustees  on  wise  and  intelligent  lines.  I  am  per- 
suaded that  it  has  been  so  managed  that  it  is  a  special 
attraction  of  Dover  as  a  place  of  residence,  and  may,  and 
should  be,  in  the  future,  one  of  the  chief  promoters  of  our 
growth,  population  and  wealth.  In  my  judgment,  there- 
fore, we  cannot  easily  over-estimate  the  importance  of  its 
economic  relation  to  the  municipality. 

The  City  Government  is  the  special  guardian  of  the 
Public  Library,  and  can  encourage  or  discourage  its  de- 
velopment at  will.  In  this,  as  in  all  other  matters,  we 
should,  as  far  as  practicable,  avoid  increasing  our  burden 
of  taxation,  but  it  is  perhaps  not  unreasonable  to  expect 
that  the  enlargement  of  the  Librar^s  and  its  extended  use 
in  the  community,  may  from  time  to  time  demand  a  small 
increase  in  the  appropriation   for  its  maintenance.     Be- 
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lieviiig  a  liberal  policy  in  this  respect  to  be  imperatively 
demanded  by  the  public  interest  as  well  as  by  the  best 
public  sentiment,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  it  anew 
to  your  fostering  care. 

STREETS   AND    HIGHWAYS. 

One  of  the  most  important  departments  of  every  city  is 
that  one  which  has  in  charge  the  streets  and  highways. 
The  efficiency  of  any  city  or  town  management  may  be 
fairly  inferred  from  the  condition  of  its  roads.  Their 
proper  and  economical  treatment  affects  vitally  the  com- 
fort, convenience  and  happiness  of  every  resident.  If  the 
streets  within  our  limits  were  better  surfaced,  better 
drained  and  more  economical  as  to  carriage,  than  any 
others  in  Strafford  Count^^  then  they  would  be  prime  fac- 
tors in  building  up  this  city,  stimulating  trade  and  in- 
creasing the  profits  of  every  business  man  in  the  com- 
munity. 

Not  alone  in  this  city  but  in  many  another  the  money 
expended  upon  the  highways  jdelds  the  poorest  visible 
returns  of  all  public  disbursements.  In  expressing  this 
opinion  I  am  not  criticizing  any  individual  or  committee, 
near  or  remote.  At  the  beginning,  when  the  aborigines 
came  into  town  to  trade  their  furs  with  Major  Walderne, 
planning  did  not  enter  into  the  construction  of  our  roads — 
as  a  matter  of  fact  the  cows  were  the  pioneers,  and  since 
that  time  no  good  and  sufficient  sj^stem  has  been  estab- 
lished. Of  course  since  that  time,  something  of  a  desul- 
tory nature  has  been  accomplished  by  strong,  capable 
men,  but  along  no  lines  looking  to  permanent  results. 
Eternity  would  not  be  long  enough  for  a  procession  of 
superintendents  of  streets  elected  annualh^;  threatened 
with  punishment;  cajoled  by  favorites  and  harassed  by 
ridicule,  to  do  more  than  make  our  streets  a  patchwork 
like  Joseph's  coat  of  old. 
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We  have  expended  on  our  streets  in  the  last  forty  years 
$500,000  in  round  numbers;  enough,  had  the  money  been 
judiciously  used,  to  have  made  in  that  time  a  boulevard 
of  every  highway  within  our  borders.  Long  ago,  a  cer- 
tain part  of  the  appropriation  each  year  should  have  been 
set  apart  for  permanent  work,  which  afterwards  would 
have  required  but  a  nominal  sum  each  year,  for  repairs. 

I  believe  it  is  time  for  certain  charter  changes.  We 
should  be  allowed  to  place  our  streets  and  highways  in 
the  control  of  a  body  of  men  whose  term  of  office  would 
be  longer  than  one  year.  The  maintenance  of  roads,  es- 
tablishment of  grades,  disposal  of  sewage,  location  of  new 
lines  of  travel,  and  making  of  complete  and  exact  records 
of  same,  inside  of  broad  limitations  in  the  way  suggested, 
would  be  a  great  improvement  on  our  antiquated  and  ir- 
responsible procedure.  No  committee  serving  for  one 
year  or  superintendent  of  streets  for  the  same  time,  will 
ever  produce  any  well  connected  and  permanent  results. 
If  the  time  ever  comes  that  they  do,  there  will  be  a  com- 
plete reversal  of  all  the  laws  of  human  nature. 

If  I  am  charged  with  creating  a  new  office  then  I  will 
refer  you  for  my  excuse  to  your  cemetery  commission, 
which  has  accomplished  more  as  to  beneficial  results  dur- 
ing their  short  incumbency  of  office,  than  had  been  real- 
ized during  all  the  two  hundred  and  seventy  years  pre- 
ceding. 

It  is  easy,  of  course,  to  excoriate  the  past,  but  the 
thoughtful,  it  seems  to  me,  should  profit  by  its  failures. 

CITY    CHARTER. 

Allusion  has  been  made  to  the  need  of  Charter  altera- 
tion. The  commission  under  which  our  city  started  out 
in  1856,  has  become  somewhat  decrepit.  It  has  survived 
its  usefulness;  it  has  delivered  its  message  and  performed 
its  work.     It  is  not  in  touch  with  modern  methods  of 
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municipal  management.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  urge  an 
immediate  beginning  on  this  line.  Some  patchwork  has 
been  accomplished,  but  the  wonder  still  remains  that 
representative  citizens  have  not  already  taken  the  initia- 
tive for  a  careful  revision.  Other  cities  have  moved  in 
this  direction. 

Many  changes  could  be  suggested  for  legislative  action . 
I*  will  submit  one:  I  see  no  reason  why  the  mayor  of  the 
city  should  be  called  upon  to  act  as  the  presiding  ofiicer 
of  one  of  these  boards.  I  believe  there  are  many  reasons 
why  he  should  not.  The  mayor  of  this  city  should  be  a 
purely  executive  officer;  to  sanction  or  disapprove  legis- 
lation after  mature  deliberation;  to  be  held  responsible 
for  his  own  acts  rather  than  the  acts  of  others;  and  to  be 
in  a  position  to  consider  calmly  and  judicially  whether 
any  given  course  of  action  is  the  best  for  the  community 
as  a  whole,  rather  than  a  part.  It  must  have  occurred  to 
many  of  our  citizens,  frequently,  that  hasty  legislation 
has  been  a  serious  evil  in  the  past.  Careful  deliberation 
is  essential  to  wise  legislation,  whether  in  municipal, 
state  or  national  affairs,  and  I  believe  we  should  take 
immediate  steps  to  have  all  new  measures  referred  to  a 
committee  which  should  report  to  these  boards  subse- 
quently; thus  giving  time  for  consideration,  and  permit- 
ting, in  many  cases,  the  public  desire  to  have  due  influ- 
ence. 

And  now,  in  closing,  I  wish  to  say  this:  For  thirty 
years  I  have  known  the  maj^ors  and  the  members  of 
Dover  councils.  They  have  been  of,  and  from,  the  peo- 
ple; not  alien  to,  but  allied  with,  our  interests,  our  pro- 
gress, our  prosperity.  Some  I  have  known  as  associates, 
many  intimately,  most  as  my  friends.  None  have  escaped 
criticism  ;  I  doubt  if  any  expected  to.  If  they  had  such 
expectations  they  were  disappointed.  But  in  the  main 
thev  have  been  sincere  men;  faithful  and  true,  and  actu- 
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ated  by  a  desire  to  serve  the  city  honorably,  to  promote 
its  interests  and  advance  its  welfare.  Beginning  with 
this  day  I  can  hope  for  no  larger  record  than  they  have 
made ;  I  would  ask  for  you  no  better.  Paraphrasing  an 
expression  of  one  of  our  greatest  minds,  this  is  a  little 
city,  but  there  are  those  who  love  it.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Streets, 
Sewers  and  Drains. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: — 

We  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Streets,  Sewers  and  Drains,  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1897. 

A  brief  review  of  some  of  the  more  important  work 
done  by  this  department,  may  not  prove  amiss,  or  per- 
haps without  some  value  to  succeeding  administrations. 
The  appropriations  placed  at  our  disposal  were  :  High- 
waj^s,  $16,500.00  ;  sewers,  $3, 000.00  ;  and  part  of  the 
earnings  of  the  department  derived  from  entrance  fees  ; 
sidewalks,  $2,000.00;  street  paving,  $1,500.00.  These 
several  sums  have  been  expended  carefully,  and  with 
the  single  aim  of  doing  that  which  was  decided  upon  in 
a  thorough  and  permanent  manner.  A  large  propor- 
tion of  the  highway  appropriation  has  been  expended  in 
repairs  made  necessary  by  the  unprecedented  heav}' 
rains  which  were  of  such  frequent  occurrence  during 
the  summer.  Through  June,  July  and  August,  almost 
all  the  energies  of  the  street  department  were  devoted 
to  repairing  washouts,  restoring  sidewalks,  and  cleaning 
out  sewers.  This  work  was  obligatory,  and  while  con- 
suming our  assets  yet  left  no  visable  improvements  in 
our  streets.  In  doing  this  neces.sary  work  only  the  well 
being  and  physical  safety  of  the  traveling  public  were 
considered. 
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Much  work  has  been  done  in  the  outlying  districts, 
and  the  highways  leading  into  the  city  are,  on  the 
whole,  in  good  condition.  A  special  appropriation  was 
provided  this  3'ear  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  ex- 
pense of  paving  a  portion  of  Central  avenue.  This  was 
an  entire  new  departure  for  Dover,  and  while  opinions 
differ  as  to  its  advisability  and  utility,  it  would  seem  to 
be,  on  the  whole,  in  the  line  of  improvnient  and  good 
judgment.  It  was  at  first  intended  to  carry  this  work 
onl}^  to  the  crossing  near  Brewster's  store  this  year,  but 
the  mayor  and  a  majority  of  your  committee,  after  con- 
sidering the  matter,  deemed  it  expedient  to  extend  it  to 
the  crossing  near  the  counting  room  of  the  Cocheco 
Manufacturing  Company.  It  is  a  matter  to  be  deter- 
mined by  our  successors  whether  the  paving  of  this 
avenue  shall  be  continued  or  not. 

Much  time  and  money  has  been  expended  the  last  sea- 
son, in  remedying  some  of  the  defects  of  an  inadequate 
and  antiquated  sewerage  system.  The  heavy  rains  be- 
fore alluded  to  choked  up  many  of  these  underground 
conduits,  causing  damage  in  many  localities,  and  in 
some  cases  the  pipes  had  to  be  cleaned  out  and  entirely 
relaid,  the  grade  being  changed  so  as  to  obviate  a  like 
occurrence  again.  Petitions  for  new  sewers  referred  to 
this  committee,  have  been  favorably  acted  upon  where 
the  revenues  warranted  the  outlaj^  From  the  experi- 
ence of  your  committee,  and  without  any  intention  of 
reflecting  on  anj^  of  our  predecessors,  it  is  our  candid 
opinion  that  there  are  no  sewers  in  the  cit}'  at  pres- 
ent worthy  of  the  name.  An  additional  and  enlarged 
outlet  is  badly  needed  in  two  sections  of  the  city,  which 
would  greatly  relieve  both  sides  of  the  river,  and  defer 
the  entire  reconstruction  of  the  system  for  many  years. 
A  main  of  adequate  dimensions  is  required  for  the  relief 
of  the  present  Washington  street  sewer,  while  the  outlet 
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of  the  Broadwa}-  brook  should  be  entirely  rebuilt  from 
Portland  street  to  the  river.  These  are  legacies  we  re- 
spectfully bequeath  to  our  successors  in  ofBce. 

The  need  of  a  steam  road  roller  was  fully  appreciated 
earh'  in  the  season,  and  arrangements  were  made  b}^ 
your  committee  with  Mayor  Hanson  of  Somersworth,  to 
hire  their  machine,  which  was  not  being  used  there. 
The  roller  was  not  procured,  however,  until  vSeptember 
1 6th,  because  the  opportunity  for  its  use  did  not  arrive 
until  that  time,  on  account  of  the  full  capacity  of  the 
department  being  devoted  to  more  urgent  duties.  But 
when  the  work  of  macadamizing  was  begun,  it  was 
prosecuted  with  much  vigor  and  uniformh*  good  results. 
Franklin  square,  part  of  Main  street,  the  Chapel  street 
"dump"  and  a  considerable  stretch  on  Locust  street, 
have  been  picked  up,  treated  to  liberal  coatings  of 
crushed  stone,  and  the  roller  has  solidified  this  material 
until  very  near  perfect  streets  in  those  places  is  the 
result. 

From  observation  of  your  committee  which  necessari- 
ly comes  under  the  notice  of  onl}^  those  intimately  asso- 
ciated with  this  branch  of  the  cit}'  work,  we  would 
respectfully  refer  to  the  coming  government  the  need  of 
purchasing  a  steam  road  roller,  and  the  importance  of  a 
special  appropriation  to  begin  the  work  of  laying  cobble 
stone  or  paved  gutters  throughout  the  cit}^  A  large 
portion  of  the  sidewalks  washed  and  gullied  out  during 
the  heav}'  rains  of  the  summer  would  have  been  pre- 
vented had  they  been  supported  by  properl}^  paved  gut- 
ters. An  inspection  of  our  sidewalks  after  any  heavy 
shower  will  demonstrate  this  fact  beyond  controversy. 

For  the  details  of  work  done,  as  well  as  the  expendi- 
tures of  this  department,  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of 
the  superintendent  of  streets.  Your  committee,  in  clos- 
ing this   report,  wish   to  express   their  appreciation  for 
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all  favors  received,  and   the  confidence  shown   by  these 
councils  ;   also,  to  his  honor,  the  mayor,  and   the  super- 
intendent  of  streets,  for  the  harmony  and  good  feeling 
that  has  prevailed  during  the  season.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 


To  His  Honor  the    Mayor   and   the   City   Coun- 
cils OF  the  City  of  Dover  :— 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the 
annual  report  of  the  superintendent  of  streets  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1897. 

In  presenting  a  resume  of  the  work  of  this  department 
for  the  year,  I  do  so  with  no  desire  to  avoid  particulars, 
but  with  the  conviction  that  you  would  prefer  to  con- 
template accomplished  facts  rather  than  enter  into  an 
exhaustive  consideration  of  minute  details. 

The  department  resources  and  expenditures,  briefl}' 
summarized,  are  as  follows:

I  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  figures  above 
presented.  From  general  inquiry  it  is  my  conviction 
that  but  few  cities  or  towns  in  New  Hampshire  can  pre- 
sent a  more  favorable  statement,  while  many  of  them 
have  not  only  completely  exhausted  the  means  at  their 
command,  but  have  added  materially  to  their  public 
debt.  Each  year  seems  to  create  added  duties,  but  it 
has  been  the  policy  of  your  committee  on  streets,  as 
well  as  your  superintendent,  notwithstanding  these 
growing  requirements,  coupled  as  they  have  been  this 
year  with  the  unprecedented  demands  made  by  the  early 
spring  rains,  to  keep  their  expenditures  within  the 
limits  fixed  by  the  appropriation,  aiid  the  result,  as 
above  demonstrated,  is  particularly  gratifying. 

The  year's  work  was  opened  by  graveling  Uittleworth 
road,  Watson  street  and  .Stark  avenue ;  two  hundred 
and  ninety-two  loads  of  gravel  being  spread  upon  those 
thoroughfares.      The  work  of  graveling,    where    neces- 
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sary,  has  been  systematically  carried  on  throughout  the 
year,  not  only  in  the  city  proper,  but  in  many  of  the 
outside  districts.  The  roads  in  sixteen  of  the  suburban 
districts  have  been  repaired  and  put  in  excellent  condi- 
tion, requiring  the  use  of  the  road  machine  and  city 
teams  for  a  period  of  forty-four  days.  I  would  recom- 
mend the  purchase  of  a  gravel  bank  in  some  central  and 
convenient  locality,  as  the  purchase  price  per  load  ag- 
gregates a  considerable  sum  during  the  year.  Over 
2,000  loads  of  gravel  have  been  bought  during  the  sea- 
son, and  more  would  have  been  used  had  it  not  been  for 
the  expense  attending  its  delivery.  Under  present  con- 
ditions it  would  be  difficult  to  secure  an}^  considerable 
quantity  even  for  sanding  purposes. 

Sidewalks  were  broken  out  eleven  times  during  the 
months  of  January,  Februar}-  and  March,  and  the 
streets  five  times,  while  twelve  of  the  outside  districts 
were  broken  out  by  the  cit}'  teams  and  assistance  ren- 
dered in  others.  During  the  past  3'ear  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  sand  the  sidewalks  twenty-seven  times. 

Work  was  begun  on  the  ledge  on  the  fifth  of  April, 
the  crusher  being  started  five  days  later.  Work  in  this 
department  has  been  continued  almost  uninterruptedly 
throughout  the  summer  and  fall,  and  an  immense  quan- 
tity of  this  most  excellent  road  making  material  has  been 
used.  Franklin  square  has  been  thoroughl}^  macadam- 
ized, requiring  four  hundred  and  ninety-six  loads  of 
crushed  stone,  while  five  hundred  and  seventy-five  loads 
were  used  on  Locust  street.  Walnut,  Chapel  and  Payne 
streets  were  repaired,  and  a  large  quantity  spread  on 
Central  avenue  from  the  railroad  crossing  at  Sawyer's 
to  the  residence  of  Mr.  Whitehead.  Three  hundred 
and  sixty-four  loads  of  crushed  stone  taken  from  Central 
avenue  to  make  room  for  the  paving,  was  advan- 
tageousl}'^   used    on    W^aldron,  Orchard,  Court    and    the 
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lower  end  of  West  Concord  streets.  I  would  recommend 
the  general  use  of  crushed  stone  on  our  main  thorough- 
fares, as  it  not  only  makes  a  durable,  substantial  road- 
bed, but  reduces  the  expense  of  repairs  to  a  minimum. 
No  city  in  New  England  has  better  or  more  easily 
accessible  material  for  road  building  than  our  own,  and 
a  continuation  of  the  present  policy  will,  in  a  few  3'ears, 
place  our  streets  in  excellent  condition.  To  give  some 
idea  of  the  output  in  this  branch  alone,  I  would  state 
that  two  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine  loads 
of  stone  have  been  crushed  during  the  year  and  placed 
upon  our  streets. 

Gutters  have  been  cleaned  out  all  over  the  city,  at  an 
expense  of  over  $300.00.  The  streets  cannot  be  main- 
tained in  condition  for  convenient  travel,  unless  the 
gutters  are  kept  clear.  The  importance  of  this  work 
can  only  be  fully  appreciated  by  those  directly  concerned 
in  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  as  its  relation  to 
general  surface  conditions  is  of  the  most  intimate  char- 
acter. 

In  the  early  part  of  June  the  heav}^  rains  caused  gen- 
eral disaster  throughout  the  city,  creating  more  damage 
to  our  highways  than  the  storms  of  the  previous  year 
which  swelled  the  Cocheco  river  and  swept  away  the 
cit}^  bridges.  Washouts  were  numerous,  and  it  required 
continuous  work  for  more  than  three  weeks  to  repair  the 
defects.  In  some  places  it  required  from  one  hundred 
to  one  hundred  and  fifty  loads  of  gravel  to  bring  the 
road- beds  to  grade.  Lanterns  were  placed  at  all  defec- 
tive points,  and  your  superintendent  was  compelled  to 
ride  many  miles  daily  in  order  to  insure  protection  to 
the  traveling  public  and  guard  the  interests  of  the  city. 

More  than  one  thousand  feet  of  fence  material  has 
been  used  during  the  summer  in  replacing  defective 
guard  rails  at  culverts  and  other  points  of  danger. 
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About  four  acres  of  land  have  been  ploughed  on  Gar- 
rison Hill  and  sowed  to  grass,  the  dressing  being  hauled 
from  the  city  stables.  At  least  two  tons  of  hay  to  the 
acre  can  be  reasonably  expected  from  this  land  next 
season,  where  no  crop  was  raised  heretofore. 

The  cost  of  maintaining-  the  city  teams  is  no  inconsid- 
erable item  in  the  general  expense.  Carts  and  har- 
nesses will  wear  out,  and  the  horses  mu.st  be  properly 
cared  for.

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: — 

Your  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Bridges  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report . 

In  attempting  to  form  an  estimate  of  the  financial  needs 
of  the  bridge  department  for  any  given  year,  the  commit- 
tee in  charge  are  confronted  by  conditions  which  preclude 
absolute  accuracy  of  judgment,  inasmuch  as  it  is  impos- 
sible, in  mid-winter,  to  make  the  inspection  sufficiently 
critical  to  embrace  all  contingencies.  We  do  not  make 
this  statement  in  apology,  but  as  an  expression  of  condi- 
tions as  we  find  them. 

In  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  but  $500.00,  we  were 
fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  it  not  only  represented  less 
than  thirty  percent,  of  the  average  annual  appropriation 
for  bridge  repairs  for  the  past  ten  years,  but  that  twenty 
per  cent,  of  even  that  sum,  small  as  it  was,  was  required 
to  meet  an  obligation  contracted  in  1896.  It  may  not  be 
inappropriate  at  this  point  to  state  that  we  leave  no  out- 
standing claims  to  be  cancelled  by  our  successors. 

The  destruction  of  the  Trickey  brook  culvert  on  Fourth 
street  last  June,  could  not,  by  any  process  of  reasoning, 
have  been  anticipated,  neither  could  it  have  reasonably 
been  assumed  that  the  burden  of  its  reconstruction  would 
devolve  upon  the  bridge  department.  However,  as  an 
additional  sum  was  set  aside  for  the  purpose  of  restoring 
the  damage  at  this  point,  your  committee  accepted  the 
situation  and  rave  the  matter  their  careful  attention. 
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More  work  might  have  been  advantageously  done  in 
the  line  of  bridge  repairing,  but  as  no  immediate  peril 
threatened  in  any  quarter  from  delay,  we  did  not  feel 
called  upon,  or  even  warranted,  in  assuming  obligations 
beyond  the  limit  fixed  by  the  means  at  our  command. 

The  easterly  side  of  Central  avenue  bridge  has  been 
replanked,  with  material  reclaimed  from  the  lower  Wash- 
ington street  bridge  at  the  time  of  the  freshet  in  1895. 
This  material  was  of  oak ,  and  its  w^earing  qualities  clear- 
ly demonstrates  to  your  committee  its  superiority  for 
bridge  covering,  expert  opinion  to  the  contrary,  notwith- 
standing. The  spruce  planking  on  the  westerly  side  of 
the  new  span  of  this  bridge  will  have  to  be  replaced  the 
coming  season,  and  some  attention  will  have  to  be  paid 
to  the  Fourth  street  bridge,  and  the  bridge  near  the  Bel- 
lamy mills.  The  Whittier's  Falls  bridge,  also  the  easter- 
ly and  westerl}^  Washington  street  bridges,  are  in  excel- 
lent condition,  and  will  require  no  especial  outlay  for 
some  time. 

Minor  repairs  have  been  made  on  many  of  the  smaller 
structures,  but  no  outlay  of  any  magnitude  has  been 
authorized  in  any  particular  section. 

The  direct  expense  incurred  by  your  committee  during 
the  year,  not  considering  the  Fourth  street  culvert,  does 
not  exceed  the  amount  originally  appropriated,  yet  the 
total  expenditures  of  the  department  aggi-egates  $1 ,416.87. 

For  an  analysis  of  the  disbursements  of  this  department 
you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  itemized  bills  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk.

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : — 

On  the  eighth  day  of  May,  1897,  a  contract  was  entered 
into  between  the  United  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  by 
its  Treasurer,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  of 
Dover,  by  its  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Lights,  party 
of  the  second  part,  whereby  the  former  agrees  to  furnish 
the  latter  one  hundred  and  thirty  or  more  arc  street  lamps 
of  not  less  than  1200  candle  power,  at  an  annual  rental  of 
$67  per  lamp,  a  decrease  of  $8  per  lamp  from  the  price 
heretofore  paid. 

The  provisions  of  this  contract,  succinctly  stated,  are 
as  follows : 

Term  of  contract,  five  years,  to  date  from  Nov.  i, 
1897. 

Number  of  lamps  to  be  not  less  than  130:  rental  rate, 
$67  per  lamp,  per  annum. 

All  lamps  to  be  maintained  at  1200  candle  power  in 
efficiency,  and  to  be  lighted  from  dusk  until  midnight, 
each  night,  except  on  such  moonlight  nights  as  lights  are 
not  required. 

The  city  of  Dover  reserv^es  the  option  of  running  not 
less  than  forty  of  its  lamps  all  night,  except  as  above,  at 
any  time  during  the  continuance  of  the  contract,  at  an 
added  annual  cost  per  light  of  $20. 

Should  the  United  Gas  and  Electric  Company  furnish 
lights  to    any  other   municipalit}^  at  any  time    at  a   less 
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price  than  that  provided  in  this  contract,  the  local  rental 
rate  shall  be  fixed  at  the  lowest  quotation  made. 

The  reduced  price  secured  by  this  agreement  to  apply 
to  all  payments  subsequent  to  January  i,  1897,  notwith- 
standing the  provisions  of  the  1892  contract. 

Preliminary  to  the  adoption  of  this  agreement,  the 
problem  of  street  lighting  was  exhaustively  considered, 
not  only  in  committee  but  in  the  meetings  of  the  coun- 
cils, and  so  far  as  we  have  been  enabled  to  learn  the  final 
adjustment  of  the  question  seems  to  meet  with  general 
approval . 

Several  petitions  for  new  lamps  have  been  presented 
during  the  year,  but  no  extension  of  the  service  has  been 
made . 

The  rebate  secured  on  unexpired  time  of  old  contract — 
from  January  i,  1897,  to  November  i,  1897, — amounting- 
to  $866.67,  can  properly  be  regarded  as  a  direct  saving. 
The  aggregate  saving  for  the  year  under  the  concessions 
secured  in  the  new  contract,  from  the  rates  previously  in 
force,  amounts  to  $1,040.

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : — 

On  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  June  27,  1897,  the  obser- 
vator}^  on  Garrison  Hill  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire. 
Repairs  on  the  structure,  rendered  necessary  by  inevitable 
decay  as  well  as  by  the  vandal  acts  of  malicious  visitors, 
were  in  progress  at  the  time,  bills  for  which  have  since 
been  allowed.  With  the  destruction  of  the  observatorj^ 
the  predominant  feature  of  the  grounds  was  removed,  and 
the  advantages  of  the  park  as  a  point  of  observation 
materially  lessened.  As  a  natural  consequence  interest 
in  the  premises  has  correspondingly  abated,  and  there 
seems  to  your  committee  but  little  warrant  for  them  to 
expend  the  appropriation  at  their  disposal.  In  the  dis- 
bursements made  the  city's  interests  have  been  rigidly 
considered.  After  the  adjustment  of  all  claims  against 
the  department,  there  remains  an  unexpended  balance  of 
sixty-one  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents.

The  success  of  any  enterprise  depends  in  no  small 
measure  upon  the  care  bestowed  upon  details.  The 
strength  of  a  building,  bridge  or  other  structure,  is  no 
greater  than  the  power  of  resistance  of  its  component 
parts.  It  is  not  our  purpose  to  read  a  homily  on  archi- 
tecture or  municipal  management,  but  simply  to  register 
the  conviction  that,  no  matter  how  meague  the  appropria- 
tion, or  how  limited  the  scope  of  usefulness,  it  is  just  as 
essential  that  true  economy  be  the  governing  principle  as 
though  the  possibilities  were  enhanced  many  fold.  At 
our  command  was  placed  an  appropriation  of  but  $60.00. 
Not  a  princely  sum,  yet  in  its  expenditure  we  have  not 
only  endeavored  to  secure  equivalent  values,  but  have 
studied  to  make  those  expenditures  wisely  and  judicious- 
ly. For  a  detailed  account  of  our  disbursements  we 
respectfully  refer  you  to  the  vouchers  on  file  in  the  ofiice 
of  the  city  clerk.

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: — 

Carhde  once  said  "There  are  but  two  ways  of  paying 
debt  :  increase  of  industry  in  raising  income,  increase  of 
thrift  in  laying  out."  As  we  review  the  work  of  the 
3'ear  we  have  no  regi'ets  so  far  as  the  "laying  out"  of  our 
appropriation  is  concerned,  and  as  we  recall  our  urgent 
but  fruitless  efforts  at  "raising  income,"  and  the  conse- 
quent study  to  base  expenditures  strictly  on  the  line  of 
curtailed  resources,  we  feel  that,  even  though  we  have 
slightly  exceeded  the  appropriation  assigned  us,  yet  we 
have  acted  for  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

An  early  and  minute  inspection  of  our  public  buildings 
revealed  many  defects  which  appealed  to  us  for  a  remedy, 
defects  which  ordinary  business  prudence  would  not  long- 
er permit  us  to  ignore.  The  old  adage  of  "a  stitch  in 
time,"  finds  application  in  the  work  of  this  department. 
For  instance :  the  repair  of  a  defective  foundation  at  the 
hose  house  on  Fifth  street,  may  have  prevented  serious 
damage  to  valuable  fire  apparatus,  while  municipal  credit 
not  only  demanded  that  the  office  of  the  collector  of 
taxes  should  be  made  tenantable,  but  that  the  plumbing, 
heating  and  ventilating  of  constantly  occupied  premises 
should  be  reasonably  regarded.  The  one  item  of  stock 
alone,  necessary  in  making  repairs,  aggregates  in  round 
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numbers  about  $900,  while  supplies,  labor,  and  incidental 
charges,  combines  to  make  a  total  outlay  of  $1,818.21. 

Long  deferred  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  several 
fire  stations,  with  the  exception  of  Lincoln  Hook  and 
Ladder  house,  the  expenditure  of  quite  a  sum  of  money 
being  necessary  to  put  these  buildings  in  a  safe  and 
reasonably  satisfactory  condition,  and  insure  the  expedi- 
tious and  convenient  use  of  the  valuable  apparatus  there- 
in contained. 

To  permit  our  fire  stations  to  fall  into  such  a  condition 
of  neglect  as  to  endanger  the  apparatus,  cannot  but  be 
regarded  as  culpable  negligence,  and  in  this  connection 
we  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  Hook 
and  Ladder  House  on  First  street.  This  structure  is 
manifestly  insecure,  and  has  reached  a  stage  which  places 
it  beyond  the  ordinary  jurisdiction  of  your  committee. 
We  would  recommend  an  early  inspection  of  these  prem- 
ises with  a  view  to  determining  what  measures  are  neces- 
sary to  best  conserv^e  the  interests  of  the  people. 

Numerous  suggestions  might  be  filed,  but  we  have  no 
desire  either  to  prejudice  the  actions  of  our  successors  in 
trust,  or  submit  recorded  evidence  of  what  might  be  re- 
garded, in  the  light  of  indifferent  knowledge  of  attendant 
circumstances,  as  a  failure  on  the  part  of  your  committee 
to  fully  accomplish  all  the  work  properly  coming  within 
the  scope  of  their  department.

Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Repairs 
of  School  Houses. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: — 

With  limited  resources  at  their  command,  your  com- 
mittee on  repairs  of  school  houses  have  been  compelled 
to  exercise  discriminate  care  in  their  expenditures,  not 
alone  that  the  interests  of  the  public  might  be  conserved, 
but  that  the  physical  well  being  of  both  teachers  and 
pupils  might  not  be  jeopardized. 

A  critical  inspection  early  in  the  year  revealed  many 
defects  in  the  material  as  well  as  sanitary  conditions  of 
the  buildings  embraced  in  this  department,  and  while 
many  of  these  defects  have  been  remedied,  much  yet  re- 
mains to  be  done  to  guard  against  deterioration  and 
maintain  the  structures  on  a  proper  line. 

The  renovation  of  the  Sherman  school  building  made  a 
heav}^  demand  upon  our  resources,  yet  the  results  ob- 
tained fully  warranted  the  expenditure.  The  btiilding 
has  been  practically  rebuilt  inside,  and  supplied  with  a 
modern  system  of  heating  and  ventilating.  By  compe- 
tent educators  this  structure  is  now  regarded  as  one  of  the 
best  an-anged  of  our  earlier  constructed  school  edifices .  It 
can  reasonably  be  assumed  that  but  little  outlay  will  be 
required  on  the  interior  of  this  building  for  years. 

The  building  on  Locust  street  has  also  been  thoroughly 
repaired  and  will  reqvtire  but  little  attention  in  the  imme- 
diate future.     Considerable  care  has  also    been    bestowed 
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upon  the  Sawyer  and  Peirce  school  buildings.  In  the 
latter,  as  well  as  in  the  building  on  Washington  street, 
the  furnaces  are  sadly  out  of  repair,  and  it  is  only  a  ques- 
tion of  time  when  they  will  have  to  be  discarded.  The 
question  of  ventilation  in  both  buildings  is  also  a  matter 
which  should  receive  early  consideration.  The  remain- 
ing buildings  are  in  as  good  condition  as  could  reasonably 
be  expected  under  the  circumstances. 

The  abandonment  of  the  Knox  Marsh,  L,ittleworth , 
Tolend,  Upper  Factory  and  Long  Hill  houses  for  school 
purposes,  and  the  authorization  of  their  sale  by  these 
councils  on  the  fifth  of  August  last,  developed  a  condi- 
tion which,  unless  overcome  in  the  near  future,  must  con- 
sign these  buildings  to  inevitable  decay  and  ruin.  These 
buildings  were  erected  prior  to  the  consolidation  of  the 
districts  in  1869,  such  rights  as  the  city  of  Dover  pos- 
sessed in  the  premises  being  under  and  by  virtue  of  an 
act  of  the  legislature  approved  June  twenty-fourth  of  that 
year.  The  land  upon  which  one  of  these  buildings 
stands  was  purchased  conditionally,  while  two  more  of 
the  tracts,  at  least,  were  secured  under  the  law  for  laying 
out  of  highways,  and  consequently  reverts  to  the  original 
owners  when  the  property  is  formally  abandoned  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  originally  condemned.  The 
constitutionality  of  the  act  of  1869  previously  referred  to, 
which  transferred  property  owned  by  residents  in  a  par- 
ticular district  to  the  city,  without  any  expressed  consid- 
eration or  equivalent  for  the  property  so  transferred,  was 
raised,  and  in  order  to  avoid  possible  litigation  and  vexa- 
tious situations  which  might  involve  an  expenditure  in 
excess  of  the  amount  that  might  be  realized  from  the 
sale,  (even  should  the  city's  claim  to  the  property  be  sus- 
tained), it  was  deemed  expedient  by  your  committee, 
after  consultation  with  the  city  solicitor,  to  stay  proceed- 
ings and  await  an  adjustment  of  the  difficulty. 
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The  question  of  ownership  in  these  buildings  should  be 
early  determined,  and  the  property  disposed  of,  as  they 
will  soon  pass  beyond  reclaim  and  prove  not  only  a  total 
loss,  but  a  constant  evidence  of  official  indifference  and 
neglect.

In  response  to  an  evident  desire  for  an  early  appear- 
ance of  the  annual  bulletin,  your  committee,  immediately 
after  their  appointment,  gave  the  matter  their  attention, 
and  made  the  prompt  delivery  of  the  work  a  feature  of 
the  contract. 

The  topics  treated  in  these  annual  publications  em- 
brace every  branch  of  municipal  service,  and  for  compre- 
hensiveness of  arrangement,  accuracy  of  detail,  historical 
value  and  typographical  excellence,  we  believe  those  vol- 
umes compare  favorably  with  those  issued  by  other  New 
England  cities. 

The  expenditures  for  the  year  have  aggregated  $584.95, 
nearly  four-fifths  of  which  was  occasioned  by  the  printing 
and  binding  of  the  annual  reports,  leaving  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $215.05.

Joseph  W.  Frye  served  a  portion  of  the  year  as  day 
police,  having  resigned  April  i.  William  FI.  Tibbetts 
was  elected  by  the  city  councils  to  succeed  him,  and 
Edgar  Caverly  was  chosen  to  succeed  Mr.  Tibbetts,  as 
night  officer.  Mr.  Tibbetts  served  only  a  short  time  as 
day  police  when  he  resumed  his  former  position  on  the 
night  force,  Edgar  Caverly  being  appointed  to  fill  his 
position  as  day  officer.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 

Executive  Officer,  Board  of  Health. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: — 

The  sanitary  officer  of  the  Board  of  Health  has  the 
honor  to  submit  herewith,  his  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1897. 

As  the  duties  of  the  board  come  to  be  more  generally 
understood,  the  annoyances  which  naturally  arise  from 
the  insistance  of  the  ignorant  and  the  petulence  of  the 
self-centred,  show  a  corresponding  diminution,  and  the 
department  enjoys  larger  opportunities  for  the  develop- 
ment of  its  legitimate  functions. 

Aside  from  the  ordinarj^  demands,  the  care  necessary 
to  restrict  the  spread  of  contageous  diseases  and  provide 
for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  stricken  families,  has 
consumed  no  little  time.  Scarlet  fever  has  been  more 
prevalent  than  for  the  past  few  years,  notwithstanding 
ever}^  precaution  has  been  exercised  to  check  its  progress 
and  eradicate  its  primary  cause.  Every  case  of  scarlet 
fever  is  dependent  upon  a  prior  case,  although  it  is  some- 
times impossible  to  trace  the  channel  through  which  it 
cam.e  to  a  person  or  family.  It  does  not  rise  spontane- 
ousl}"-;  it  always  results  from  an  antecedent  case,  and  is, 
therefore,  one  of  those  diseases  which,  through  intelligent 
and  concerted  effort,  we  may  eventually  hope  to  stamp  out 
entirely. 
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ABATEMENT    OF    NUISANCES. 

The  work  of  cleaning  and  removing  privy  vaults,  car- 
ing for  sink  water,  and  abating  other  nuisances  has  been 
surrounded  by  conditions  similar  to  those  existing  in 
previous  years,  and  the  manner  of  procedure  in  such 
cases  has  not  been  materially  changed.  As  in  former 
years,  the  substitution  of  water-closets  for  priv}^  vaults 
has  been  pushed  as  fast  as  conditions  would  warrant. 
The  more  densely  populated  portion  of  the  city  is  now 
comparatively  free  from  privy  vaults  and  the  work  in  the 
residential  section  has  made  good  progress.

NIGHT    SOIL. 

We  have  received  several  complaints  during  the  year 
touching  the  action  of  those  engaged  in  the  removal  of 
night  soil,  in  depositing  the  contents  of  their  carts  in 
open  places  within  sight  from  dwellings.  These  com- 
plaints were  founded  largely  upon  visual  objections, 
rather  than  that  the  deposit  in  any  way  endangered  the 
public  health  or  that  it  might  be  regarded  as  a  general 
or  specific  nuisance.     The   board  is  at    a  loss   to    know 
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just  what  disposition  to  make  of  this  refuse  material,  and 
are  often  compelled  to  resort  to  expedients  which  disturb 
their  sense  of  fitness,  yet  at  the  same  time  we  permit  no 
violation  of  ordinary  precautions  touching  the  public 
weal . 

The  cempensation  for  work  of  this  kind  is  hardly  com- 
mensurate to  the  ser\'ice  performed,  and  we  are  powerless 
to  control  the  action  of  these  useful  conveyers  beyond 
certain  well  defined  limits. 

CONTAGIOUS    DISEASES. 

We  give  below  a  comparative  table  showing  the  num- 
ber of  cases  of  contagious  disease  reported  for  the  past 
three  3''ears :

The  work  of  placarding  houses,  isolating  affected  fami- 
lies and  providing  for  their  wants,  has  taken  much  time, 
and  the  expense  incident  thereto  has  exceeded  by  a  small 
amount  the  meagre  appropriation  for  work  of  this  na- 
ture. 

It  has  been  assumed  that  the  number  of  deaths  from 
contagious  diseases,  and  especially  scarlet  fever,  is  yearly 
increasing.  Inasmuch  as  a  diametrically  opposite  condi- 
tion is  true,  we  can  only  account  for  the  assumption  on 
the  ground  of  an  enlarged  public  information  regarding 
these  diseases  through  the  medium  of  health  officials.  A 
tabular  statement  issued  by  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
compiled   from  returns   covering  a  period  of  ten    years, 
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showed  that  the  percentage  of  deaths  from  scarlet  fever, 
to  the  total  mortality  of  the  State,  decreased  from  one  and 
fifty-four  one-hundredths  per  cent,  in  1882,  to  only  eigh- 
teen one-hundredths  of  one  per  cent,  in  1891. 

While  it  is  not  definitely  proved  that  the  germs  of 
scarlet  fever  are  propagated  in  any  substance  outside  the 
living  human  and  animal  body,  it  is  possible  that  they 
may  be  found  to  be  thus  propagated.  Therefore,  and 
because  the  breathing  of  air  laden  with  emanations  from 
decaying,  meat,  sewers,  cesspools,  sinks,  and  other  recep- 
tacles of  filth,  is  believed  to  endanger  health,  great  care 
should  be  taken  to  have  the  house,  premises  and  ever}^- 
thing  connected  with  dwellings  kept  clean  and  dry,  to 
have  sewer  connections  well  trapped,  house  drains  con- 
stantly well  ventilated,  and  to  have  all  carriers  of  filth 
well  disinfected. 

Dishifection. 

The  efficacy  of  Formaldehyde  gas  for  general  disinfec- 
tion and  sterilization  has  come  to  be  recognized  b}^  the 
leading  physicians  and  health  authorities  throughout  the 
country,  and  its  results  as  demonstrated  in  practical  tests 
by  the  local  board  have  proven  highly  satisfactory.  The 
sulphur  process  as  generally  employed,  is  of  very  restrict- 
ed value  ;  and  to  many  articles  unavoidably  exposed, 
quite  destructive.  Many  of  these,  necessarilly  emplo3^ed 
in  the  apartments  of  infective  fever  patients,  cannot  be 
disinfected  by  means  of  sulphur;  or,  if  subjected  to  the 
process,  would  be  destroj^ed  or  grossly  damaged.  In 
Formaldehj^de,  however,  we  have  an  agent  which  fully 
meets  the  demand  without  being  in  the  least  destructive 
to  articles  of  apparel,  furniture,  fixtures,  etc.  When 
Formaldehyde  gas  is  liberated  in  an  apartment  to  be  dis- 
infected, it  penetrates  every  crevice  and  permeates  every 
substance  open  to  the  passage  of  atmospheric  air.      Be- 
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ing  of  the  same  specific  gravity  as  atmospheric  air,  it 
mixes  freely  and  evenly  with  air  and  shows  its  germici- 
dal effects  wherever  air  can  penetrate.  It  is  this  proper- 
ty and  its  power  to  effect  destructive  chemical  changes 
in  nitrogenous  matter  that  makes  it  superior  to  all  other 
germicidal  and  disinfecting  agents.  Although  its  use 
entails  more  expense  than  the  disinfecting  agents  pre- 
vioush'  employed,  its  superiority  alone  would  be  suffi- 
cient excuse  for  its  adoption,  to  sa)^  nothing  of  the  add- 
ed security  and  convenience  to  infected  families  and  the 
protection  to  their  household  effects.

SEWERS. 

Although  fully  realizing  the  immensity  of  the  under- 
taking, yet,  from  a  sanitary  standpoint,  the  board  would 
be  pleased  to  see  ever}'  street  in  the  cit}'  supplied  with  a 
public  sewer.  Although  there  are  a  few  well-grounded 
reasons  which  might  be  urged  in  defense  of  the  existing 
law,  yet  we  believe  that  the  preponderance  of  evidence 
is  in  favor  of  an  abolition  of  the  fee  for  sewer  entrance. 
Man}'  people  feel  it  an  injustice  to  be  compelled  to  pay 
for  entering  the  sewer  that  their  property   has  already 
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been  taxed  to  help  construct.  The  cost  of  putting  in 
the  necessary  plumbing  system  is  no  light  burden  to 
many  householders,  and  when  this  improvement  is  forced 
upon  them  by  the  edict  of  the  statutes,  the  increase  in 
expense  due  to  the  entrance  fee  often  puts  the  citizen  to 
so  much  trouble  as  to  cause  what  was  intended  as  a  ben- 
efit to  become  a  hardship.  It  is  an  indisputable  fact 
that  the  added  burden  occasioned  by  the  imposition  of 
this  fee  has  been  frequenth'  used  as  an  excuse  that  ac- 
tion be  deferred  until  the  householder  becomes  better 
able  financially  to  bear  the  expense,  and  in  many  cases 
it  has  operated  to  the  detriment  and  delay  of  needed  im- 
provements. We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  fact,  how- 
ever, that  certain  progress  is  being  made  along  the  line 
of  sewer  construction,  yet  many  additions  and  exten- 
sions are  imperatively  needed  to  insure  a  high  standard 
of  efficienc3^ 

An  urgent  appeal  for  sewer  relief  on  Central  avenue 
from  the  present  terminus  of  the  sewer  main  near  the 
foot  of  Garrison  Hill,  to  a  point  near  the  residence  of 
Harrison  Haley,  will  undoubtedly  be  made  the  coming 
season.  That  the  appeal  is  justified  on  sanitary  grounds 
is  evident,  and  we  trust  the  City  Councils  may  be  en- 
abled to  grant  the  desired  relief. 

While  the  subject  of  sewerage  is  under  discussion  we 
wish  to  again  call  attention  to  the  pollution  of  the  river 
water  by  the  advent  of  sewage  and  other  deleterious 
matter.  As  it  is  well  known  by  medical  men  that  one 
of  the  causes  of  disease  may  be  found  within  ice  cut 
from  polluted  streams,  and  inasmuch  as  practically  all 
the  ice  used  by  the  citizens  of  Dover  comes  from  the  up- 
per Cocheco,  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  divert 
such  of  the  sewage  of  the  north  side  as  flows  in  above 
the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad  bridge,  in  some  other  di- 
rection.

The  Executive  Officer  of  the  Board  of  Health  shall 
have  charge  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  this  branch  of 
the  service,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  fore- 
o'oina:  rules  and  reafulations  are  enforced. 


Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  depart- 
ment has  been  materially  increased,  and  the  demands 
upon  our  resources  correspondingly  enhanced,  no  change 
has  been  made  in  the  amount  annually  allotted  for  the 
needs  of  the  board  for  a  number  of  years.  We  respect- 
fully suggest  that  a  slight  increase  would  advance  the 
usefulness  of  the  board,  and  enable  us  to  meet  current 
expenses  without  the  need  of  an  added  appropriation  to 
meet  a  deficit. 

Not  in  a  perfunctory  manner,  but  in  all  sincerity  and 
honesty,  I  vvish^to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  many 
courtesies  received  during  the  year,  and  especially  to  the 
members  of  the  City  Councils,  for  their  thoughtful  con- 
sideration and  kindness.

It  is  a  matter  of  record  that  the  original  confines  of  the 
public  cemetery  on  Pine  Hill  did  not  exceed  one  and 
one -half  acres,  that  amount  of  land  having  been  formally 

•Elected  May  0, 1897,  to  succeed  AVm.  S.  Stevens,  deceased. 
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granted  for  burial  purposes  on  the  29th  day  of  March,. 
1 73 1,  at  a  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants,  in  annual 
convention  assembled.  For  more  than  a  century  this 
tract  was  evidently  regarded  as  the  common  property  of 
all,  but  little  care  being  bestowed  upon  the  grounds  other 
than  by  those  who  had  pre-empted  small  areas  or  sections 
for  the  final  resting  place  of  their  dead.  In  1839  inter- 
est in  the  premises  began  to  crystalize,  and  at  the  an- 
nual town  meeting  holden  on  the  loth  day  of  March, 
1840,  the  following  articles  in  the  warrant  calling  the 
meeting,  were  referred  to  a  special  committee,  of  which 
Hon.  John  P.  Hale  was  chairman : 

"Article  ii.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  appro- 
priate for  repairing  the  fences  and  making  improvements 
and  additions  to  the  Burying  Ground  on  Pine  Hill." 

"Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  estab- 
lish some  regulations  in  relation  to  said  Burying  Ground, 
and  choose  a  Superintendent  of  the  same." 

By  vote  of  the  meeting  adjournment  was  taken  to  Sat- 
urday, March  14,  1840,  at  which  time  the  following 
report  was  presented : 

REPORT    OF    HON.    JOHN    P.    HALE. 

"The  committee  to  which  were  referred  Articles  num- 
bered II  and  12  in  the  warrant  calling  this  meeting, 
which  Articles  are  as  follows,  viz: 

'11.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  appropriate  for 
repairing  the  fences  and  making  improvements  and  addi- 
tions to  the  Burying  Ground  on  Pine  Hill.' 

'12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  some 
regulations  in  relation  to  said  Burying  Ground,  and 
choose  a  Superintendent  of  the  same,' 

report  that  they  have  attended  to  the  duties  assigned 
them,  and   examined  the  grounds,  and  found  the  same  in

a  ruinous  and  neglected  condition,  the  fences  out  of  re- 
pair, the  grounds  intersected  with  carriage  and  foot 
paths,  regardless  of  order,  or  even  of  the  location  of  the 
graves,  and,  indeed,  such  is  now  the  neglected  state  of 
that  depositor}'  of  the  dead,  that  individuals  who  wish  to 
protect  the  graves  of  their  friends  from  violation,  in 
numerous  instances,  have  resorted  to  the  plan  of  making 
small  enclosures  inside  of  the  yard.  Your  Committee 
found  no  less  than  thirty-four  of  these  enclosures  enclos- 
ing 5,347  square  feet  of  land.  This  admeasurement  was 
not  made  with  perfect  accuracy,  but  when  such  an  ad- 
measurement is  made,  it  is  believed  the  quantit}^  enclosed 
will  be  found  to  exceed  rather  than  fall  short  of  the  quan- 
tity mentioned. 

While  your  committee  appreciate  in  its  fullest  extent 
that  affectionate  remembrance  for  the  loved  and  lost 
which  would  guard  the  place  where  their  dust  reposes 
from  intrusion  and  violation,  3'et  they  are  of  opinion  that 
for  any  individual  to  go  into  a  public  enclosure,  the  com- 
mon property  of  all  the  citizens,  and  appropriate  to  his 
own  use  so  much  as  may  suit  his  own  convenience,  ought 
not  longer  to  be  tolerated.  To  remed\'  this  inconvenience 
the  whole  j^ard  should  be  made  perfectly  secure,  and  if 
carriages  are  admitted  into  the  yard,  there  should  be  a 
path  selected  for  them  beyond  which  they  should  not  be 
permitted  to  pass.  In  the  year  1836  a  vote  was  passed 
that  'the  selectmen  for  the  time  being  shall  have  the  en- 
tire control  of  the  burying  ground  on  Pine  Hill  and  en- 
large the  same  and  purchase  another  on  the  northerly  side 
of  the  Cocheco  river  if  they  think  it  expedient.'  Your 
committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  ex- 
pedient at  this  time  to  enlarge  said  bur>dng  ground,  and 
although  there  are  some  irregularities  in  the  lines  on  the 
northerh'  and  easterly  sides,  the  straightening  of  which 
would  add  somewhat  to  the  appearance  of  the  3'ard,  3'et  it 
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is  believed  the  town  owns  sufficient  land  adjoining  the 
southerly  end  of  the  yard  now  lying  waste,  which  might 
be  added  to  the  yard  without  any  additional  expense  save 
for  the  removing  and  rebuilding  of  the  wall.  Should  the 
town  judge  such  a  course  expedient,  it  is  believed  that 
the  present  yard  might  be  extended  one  hundred  feet 
farther  south  and  an  abundant  width  be  left  for  the  pres- 
ent road.  If  there  be  not  a  sufficient  road  left  after  tak- 
ing off  one  hundred  feet,  your  committee  believe,  from 
what  examination  they  have  already  made,  that  the  town 
land  has  been  encroached  upon  on  the  southerly  side  of 
that  road  and  that  the  interests  of  the  town  require  that 
that  subject  should  be  enquired  into  and  the  rights  of  the 
town  ascertained  and  asserted  to  au}^  lands  there  en- 
croached upon  by  individuals. 

To  give  some  regularity  and  system  to  the  future  use  of 
the  yard,  and  to  render  it  what  it  is  capable  of  being 
made,  an  ornament  instead  of  a  disgrace  to  the  village, 
your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  westerly  side  of 
the  yard  not  now  occupied  by  graves  should  be  graded 
and  brought  into  grass,  and  that  land,  together  with  the 
part  proposed  to  be  added,  be  survej^ed  and  divided  into 
lots  sixteen  feet  by  twenty  with  sufficient  spaces  for  pas- 
sage ways  between  said  lots,  that  these  lots  be  all  num- 
bered, and  that  any  individual  be  permitted  to  select  and 
appropriate  to  his  own  use  as  a  family  burying  ground 
any  one  of  these  lots  by  paying  to  the  town  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars,  and  that  when  such  a  lot  has  been  selected 
and  paid  for,  no  one  individual  shall  be  permitted  to  have 
any  grave  there  except  by  permission  of  the  individual 
having  the  right  of  the  lot. 

Your  committee  are  further  of  opinion  that  it  is  expe- 
dient to  have  the  whole  yard  surveyed  and  lotted  off  in 
small  ranges  or  section,  the  vacant  places  marked,  and  a 
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plan  of  the  whole  yard  made  and  deposited  with  a  super- 
intendent of  the  yard,  and  whenever  a  grave  is  to  be  dug 
that  the  sexton  call  on  the  superintendent  and  have  the 
place  marked  and  noted  on  the  plan,  or  some  such  mode 
adopted,  so  that  in  making  a  new  grave,  one  previously 
made  be  not  thereb}^  disturbed.  Your  Committee  are 
further  of  opinion  that  in  cases  where  enclosures  have 
already  been  made,  if  those  who  have  made  them  are 
desirous  of  having  them  still  continued,  that  the}^  ought 
to  pay  to  the  town  the  sum  required  for  a  new  lot,  viz : 
ten  dollars. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  the  following  votes,  viz: 

Voted,  That  a  Committee  of  three,  to  be  nominated  b}^ 
the  Moderator,  be  appointed  at  this  meeting,  and  that 
they  be  instructed  to  enlarge  the  bury-ing  ground  on  Pine 
Hill  b}^  extending  the  same  one  hundred  feet  further 
south,  and  that  they  cause  the  part  thus  added  and  that 
part  of  the  3'ard  on  the  westerly  side  thereof  to  be  sur- 
veyed and  lotted  off  into  sections,  and  that  the  right  to 
such  sections  for  burying  places  be  granted  to  individuals 
on  such  terms  as  said  Committee  may  adjudge  reasonable 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  a  section,  and  that  said 
Committee  be  authorized  to  establish  such  regulations  for 
said  3'ard  as  the}^  may  judge  proper,  provided  the  Select- 
men of  the  town  ratify  and  approve  the  same. 

Voted,  That  such  Committee  be  authorized  to  have 
the  fences  round  said  yard  thoroughlj-  repaired ,  and  the 
westerly  side  thereof  graded  and  brought  to  grass . 

Voted,  That  said  Committee  be  instructed  to  ascertain 
how  far  the  title  of  the  town  extends  to  any  lands  on 
Pine  Hill  south  of  the  burying  ground,  and  if  the  pro- 
posed enlargement  of  the  burying  ground  cannot  be  had 
without  an  alteration  of  the  existing  highway,  that  said 
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Committee  be  instructed  to  petition   the    Selectmen    for 
such  an  alteration. 

Voted,  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  execvition 
the  foregoing  votes,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $350.00  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  and  said  Committee  are 
authorized  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  so  much  of  said 
sum  as  shall  be  necessary,  at  such  times  as  they  shall 
judge  necessary. 

John  P.  Hale, 

For  the  Committee." 


The  recommendations  of  the  committee  were  formerly 
adopted,  and  the  special  committee  suggested  was 
announced  by  the  moderator,  Moses  Paul,  Esq.,  as  fol- 
lows: Hon.  John  P.  Hale,  Matthew  Bridge  and  John 
Riley.  No  record  appears,  however,  of  any  action  hav- 
ing been  taken  at  this  time  in  regard  to  the  appointment 
of  a  superintendent  of  the  burying  ground  as  suggested 
in  Article  1 2 ,  and  in  fact  many  years  elapsed  ere  the  prem- 
ises came  under  personal  supervision. 

A  perusal  of  the  foregoing  report  conclusively  demon- 
strates three  things : 

First — That  the  grounds  had  been  sadlj^  neglected. 

Second — That  lot-holders  had  no  vested  rights  in  the 
premises,  their  tenure  being  substantially  one  of  courtesy. 

Third — That  the  domain  was  inadequate  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  it  was  originally  dedicated,  and  that  an 
enlargement  was  necessary. 

It  is  fair  to  presume  that  the  committee  appointed  to 
carrj^  out  the  recommendations  embodied  in  the  report, 
did  so  to  the  full  satisfaction  of  their  fellow-townsmen, 
for  at  an  adjourned  town  meeting  holden  March  11,  1841, 
an  additional  sum  ($150.00)  was  appropriated  "for  finish- 
ing the    improvements   on   the   burying   ground."     The 
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ground  was  surveyed  and  lotted,  evidently,  as  on  the 
24th  da}^  of  July,  1843,  the  selectmen,  by  vote  of  the 
town,  were  instructed  "to  expend  all  the  money  now 
received  and  that  may  hereafter  be  received  for  the  sale 
of  lots  on  Pine  Hill,  in  ornamenting  the  grounds,"  yet 
no  vestige  of  the  plan  remains  to  impart  its  valued  data 
to  those  who  have  succeeded  to  the  charge  of  this  hal- 
lowed spot. 

Public  interest  in  the  town's  possessions  on  Pine  Hill 
was  stimulated  by  the  progressive  attitude  of  Mr.  Hale 
in  1840,  and  nearly  every  year  thereafter,  until  the  adop- 
tion of  the  city  charter  in  1855,  the  warrants  for  the 
annual  town  meetings  contained  one  or  more  articles  in 
reference  to  public  burying  grounds. 

In  1 843  a  movement  was  inaugurated  to  secure  land  on 
the  north  side  of  the  river  for  burial  purposes,  and  on 
the  1 6th  day  of  September  of  that  year  the  following 
votes  were  passed : 

"Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  pur- 
chase for  the  town  four  acres  of  land  on  the  northerly 
side  of  Cocheco  river  for  a  burying  ground." 

"Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  a  Committee  to  lay 
out  in  suitable  lots  the  burying  ground  this  day  voted  to 
be  bought  by  the  town,  and  to  make  and  establish  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  nesessary  for 
the  proper  use  of  said  yard,  and  that  said  rules  and  regu- 
lations be  made  public  in  such  way  as  they  may  deem 
best." 

In  accordance  with  this  vote  a  tract  of  land  was 
purchased  of  the  Cocheco  Manufacturing  company  under 
date  of  Februarys,  1844^  bounded  and  described  as  fol- 
lows :  "  Beginning  on  the  westerly  side  of  Back  street 
(now  Grove  street),  and  one  hundred  feet  northerly  of 
Fifth  street,  at  the  north-earterlv  corner  of  lot  numbered

seventy  on  A.  Wardsworth's  plan  of  lots  dated  July  1831^ 
sold  Sarah  Bushby,  and  running  north  eighteen  and  an 
half  degress  east,  by  the  westerly  line  of  Back  street 
twenty-four  rods,  thence  north  seventy-one  and  an  half 
degrees  west  twenty-three  and  one  third  rods,  thence 
south  eighteen  and  an  half  degrees  west  twenty -four  rods, 
thence  south  seventy-one  and  an  half  degrees  east  on  a 
line  parallel  to  and  one  hundred  feet  distant  from  Fifth 
street  twenty-three  and  one-third  rods  to  the  place  of 
beginning,  containing  about  three  and  an  half  acres, 
more  or  less,         *         '^         *  " 

This  land  was  enclosed  by  a  substantial  fence,  but  up 
to  the  29th  day  of  November,  1845,  no  lots  had  been  sold 
for  burial  purposes,  evidently,  for  on  that  date  the  se- 
lectmen were  instructed  by  vote  of  the  town  to  refrain 
from  disposing  of  any  part  of  the  premises.  At  the  same 
time  the  following  article  was  acted  upon : 

"Article  3. — To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  purchase  the  Foss  burying  ground  near  John 
Gould's  house  and  the  right  of  way  to  and  from  the  same, 
and  also  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  fence  the  same 
when  purchased." 

On  motion  of  Col.  Andrew  Peirce  it  was  voted  to  re- 
fer the  above  article  to  a  committee  of  five,  with  instruc- 
tions "to  consider  the  subject  of  burial  grounds  in  the 
several  parts  of  the  town  and  report  thereon  at  the  annual 
meeting."  Andrew  Peirce,  Ezekiel  Hurd,  Thomas  E. 
Sawyer,  William  B.  Wiggin  and  Nathaniel  R.  Hill  were 
elected  such  committee.  No  record  can  be  found  of  the 
conclusions  of  this  committee,  but  on  the  eleventh  day  of 
March  of  the  following  year  (1846)  it  was  voted  "that 
the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  purchase  a  parcel  of  land 
at  Garrison  Hill  called  the  Foss  Burying  Ground,  and  so 
much    other   land   adjoining  not  exceeding  two  acres  as 
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may  be  necessary  for  a  public  burying  ground,  provided 
the  same  can  be  purchased  at  a  reasonable  price.  Also 
to  purchase  so  much  land  adjoining  the  Pine  Hill  burying 
ground,  not  exceeding  four  acres,  as  may  be  necessar\^, 
provided  it  can  be  had  at  a  satisfactory  price,  and  that 
said  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  sell  the  lot  of  land  pur- 
chased of  the  Cocheco  Manufacturing  Company,  for  a 
"burying  ground,  provided  said  Company  will  consent  to 
said  sale." 

Just  what  to  do  with  the  land  purchased  of  the  Cocheco 
Manufacturing  Company  seemed  to  be  a  vexatious  prob- 
lem, for  on  the  twelfth  day  of  December,  1846,  less  than 
a  year  after  the  passage  of  the  above  vote,  it  was  decided 
to  use  the  land  for  burial  purposes,  and  the  selectmen 
were  instructed  "to  finish  the  laying  out  of  the  same  into 
lots  according  to  the  original  plan,  and  sell  them  when 
they  are  wanted."  This  vote  did  not,  however,  finally 
settle  the  matter,  for  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  March, 
1848,  the  question  "what  disposition  shall  be  made  of 
the  new  bur^dng  ground  on  the  north  side  of  the  river," 
was  referred  to  the  selectmen  with  instructions  "to  act  in 
the  matter  for  the  best  interests  of  the  town . ' ' 

Presumably  the  selectmen  were  unable  to  secure  satis- 
factory terms  on  the  Garrison  Hill  plot,  for  in  the  war- 
rant for  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1848  the  question  of 
purchasing  "the  Foss  burying  ground  not  to  exceed  two 
acres  and  a  pass  to  the  same,"  was  incorporated,  and  on 
the  twenty-second  of  March  of  that  year  the  entire  matter 
was  referred  to  the  selectmen  with  instructions  "to  act  in 
the  matter  for  the  best  interests  of  the  town."  No  defi- 
nite action  was  taken  by  the  town  authorities  at  this  time, 
however,  and  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  March,  1849,  it 
was  formally  voted  "that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to 
purchase  the  Foss  burying  ground  with  a  passway  to  the 
same." 
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In  the  meantime  the  interest  in  Pine  Hill  cemetery  re- 
mained unabated,  and  the  town  was  frequently  called 
upon  to  take  action  relative  thereto. 

On  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  1845,  it  was  voted  "to 
sell  the  lots  on  Pine  Hill  burying  gi'ound  taken  by  indi- 
viduals who  have  no  title  to,  and  have  not  paid  for,  the 
same."  Just  how  far  this  action  was  designed  to  be 
retroactive  does  not  appear,  neither  can  it  be  definitely 
determined  to  what  extent  the  selectmen  pressed  the 
power  in  them  vested. 

In  1846  the  town  instructed  the  selectmen  to  enlarge 
the  burying  ground  on  Pine  Hill,  provided  the  land  could 
be  purchased  at  a  reasonable  price,  but  no  definite  action 
seems  to  have  been  taken  until  after  the  passage  of  the 
following  vote  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  1847  : 

"Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  enlarge 
the  burying  ground  on  Pine  Hill  on  the  easterly  side  by 
purchasing  two  acres  of  land  of  Samuel  Watson  extend- 
ing from  the  road  to  William  Woodman's  land  and  par- 
allel to  the  easterly  side  of  the  burying  ground  as  now 
fenced,  provided  it  can  be  bought  for  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  per  acre,  and 
also  to  enlarge  the  same  on  the  north  by  purchasing  of 
Daniel  Osborne  and  William  Woodman  as  they  may  think 
most  desirable,  not  exceeding  one  acre,  at  the  same  rate 
as  above  named." 

In  accordance  with  this  vote  a  tract  of  land  containing 
three  acres  and  twenty -four  square  rods  was  purchased  of 
Elizabeth  and  Lydia  Watson,  under  date  of  May  29,  1847, 
the  consideration  being  $393.75.  On  the  third  day  of  the 
following  July  negotiations  were  entered  into  with  Daniel 
Osborne  and  William  Woodman,  whereby  forty-seven 
rods  of  land  were  secured  of  the  former  and  sixty-two  and 
a  half  rods  of  the  latter,  the  purchase  price  being  $36.71 
and  $48.83  respectively.  Two  years  later,  in  1849,  the 
sum  of  $250.00  was  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  select- 
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men    in    "repairing   and   fitting  up  the  burial  ground  on 
Pine  Hill." 

In  1850  the  selectmen  were  again  granted  discretionary 
powers  relative  to  the  enlargement  of  Pine  Hill,  and  again 
in  1855  the  question  of  enlargement  was  before  the  peo- 
ple, but  was  absorbed  in  that  more  momentous  topic, 
"shall  a  city  charter  be  adopted?" 

In  1 85 1  the  question  of  purchasing  one  or  more  of  the 
tombs  on  Pine  Hill  was  introduced,  which  question  was 
referred  to  the  selectmen  for  a  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  town,  but  at  that  time  the  matter  was  in- 
definitely postponed.  The  question  was  again  raised  in 
1853,  only  to  receive  similar  treatment. 

From  the  date  of  the  city  charter  to  the  appointment  of 
the  present  board  of  trustees,  numerous  additions  to  the 
cemetery  area  have  been  made.  We  submit  herewith  the 
names  of  those  persons  of  whom  purchases  have  been 
made,  together  with  the  3'ear  of  purchase  and  the  amount 
paid:

One  of  the  first  problems  which  confronted  the  board  of 
trustees  after  their  induction  into  ofiice,  notwithstanding 
the  enlargement  made  in  1892,  was  the  urgent  necessity 
for  more  land.  A  careful  examination  of  the  situation 
developed  a  plan  of  action  which  finally  culminated  in 
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condemning  several  tracts  contiguous  to  the  easterly 
boundary  of  the  cemetery.  As  a  preliminary  measure, 
however,  the  land  owned  by  Patrick  Gorman  was  pur- 
chased for  $1,500.00,  by  deed  dated  Oct.  22.  1896.  The 
necessary  funds  for  the  consummation  of  the  purchase 
was  secured  on  a  personal  note  given  by  the  members  of 
the  board,  which  note  was  subsequently  taken  up  by 
authority  of  a  vote  of  the  city  councils,  the  loan  being 
placed  with  the  Strafford  Savings  bank.  On  the  21st 
day  of  July  of  the  present  year  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  was  paid  on  this  obligation  from  income  of  the 
department. 

A  hearing  in  the  condemnation  proceedings  was 
ordered  before  the  county  commissioners  on  the  31st  day 
of  May,  at  which  time  the  several  parties  in  interest  ap- 
peared. Adjournment  was  taken  from  time  to  time,  and 
after  a  full  and  exhaustive  hearing  the  following  awards 
were  made  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  trustees  on  the 
2oth  day  of  July :

A  settlement  was  amicably  arranged  with  Mr.  Grimes 
and  Mrs.  Foss,  early  in  August,  whereby  their  posses- 
sions were  formally  transferred  to  the  trustees  on  the  pay- 
ment of  the  amounts  awarded.  Messrs.  McConnell  and 
Sterling  were  aggrieved  at  the  findings  of  the  commis- 
sioners, and  the  matter  was  entered  in  the  supreme  court 
for  trial.  A  compromise  was  finally  arranged,  and  the 
matter  dropped.  Mr.  McConnell  was  paid  $2,500.00,  and 
Mr.  Sterling  $400.00.  The  land  purchased  of  Mr. 
Sterling  was  but  a  part  of  the  original  tract,  the  strip 
secured  being  necessary  to  preserve  continuity  in  desired 
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bounds.  Further  additions  were  made  by  purchasing  a 
large  strip  of  land  from  Rev.  D.  W.  Murphy  and  Mrs. 
Ellen  Redden,  they  being  paid  respectively  $3,750.00  and 
$2,300.00,  making  the  total  cost  of  the  newly  acquired 
property  $13,130.50. 

By  virtue  of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  city  councils 
July  I,  this  amount  has  been  raised  on  a  3)^  percent, 
note,  paj^able  in  six  months,  at  the  expiration  of  which 
time  the  note  maj?^  be  renewed  or  the  indebtedness  funded, 
as  may  seem  most  desirable. 

The  acquisition  of  this  property  has  placed  the  trustees 
in  possession  of  sufficient  land  to  meet  all  prospective 
requirements,  and  as  rapidly  as  circumstances  will  war- 
rant the  grounds  will  be  plotted  and  developed. 

The  ordinary  department  work  has  been  continued, 
and  a  number  of  minor  improvements  inaugurated  during 
the  year,  due  reference  to  which  may  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  superintendent  of  burials,  which,  together 
with  the  report  of  the  treasurer  and  the  collector  and 
accountant,  are  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  of  this 
report. 

A  summar}^  of  the  department  expenses  is  herewith 
submitted :

Gentlemen. — I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit 
my  second  annual  report  as  collector  and  accountant  of 
the  Cemetery  department.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF    THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  BURIALS. 


To  THE  Board  of  Trustees  Pine  Hill  Cemetery  :  — 

Gentlemen: — Work  on  the  grounds  during  the  3-ear 
has  been  largely  of  a  routine  character,  no  essentialh^ 
important  enterprises  having  been  inaugurated  except 
the  drainage  system  in  the  recenlh'  acquired  section. 
This  improvement  is  preliminary  to  plotting  the  grounds, 
and  was  considered  advisable  as  a  means  of  protecting 
the  premises  from  the  ill  effects  of  surface  water. 

The  purchase  of  new  land  has  materially  augmented 
the  possibilities  of  improvement  along  definite  and  de- 
fined lines,  as  the  question  of  territorial  limitations  no 
longer  enters  into  tne  consideration  of  the  cemetery 
problem.  Embraced  in  the  territory  recently  added 
can  be  found  all  the  material  essential  for  road  building, 
grading,  etc.,  and  many  improvements  long  deferred  on 
account  of  the  expense  incident  thereto  for  material,  can 
now  be  successfully  launched. 

The  heav}^  rains  in  the  early  summer  worked  sad 
havoc  with  many  of  the  avenues,  and  considerable  labor 
was  necessary  to  restore  them  to  their  former  condition. 

The  interest  in  the  grounds  is  manifestly  increasing 
5^ear  by  j-ear,  as  evidenced  by  the  constantly  growing 
list  of  those  who  place  their  enclosures  under  the  imme- 
diate care  of  the  commission,  as  well  as  b}'  the  percept- 
ible increase   in  the  luimber  of  trust  funds  deposited  with 
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the  treasurer  to  ensure  perpetual  attention  to  particular 
lots. 

The  income  from  care  of  lots,  grading,    and    general 

order  work,  has  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  j'ear, 
and  already  indications  point  to  an  unusually  active 
season  in  1898.

In  reporting  through  you  to  the  general  public  we  feel 
that  it  is  unnecessary  to  enter  into  any  financial  or  statis- 
tical details.  These  are  furnished  in  the  reports  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  committee  on  Finance 
and  Claims,  and  other  officials.  To  these  reports  we 
would  urgently  direct  your  attention,  as  they  contain 
much  useful  information  and  many  valuable  suggestions. 

HIGH    SCHOOL. 

After  ten  years'  faithful  and  efficient  service  principal 
F.  W.  Whitney  requested  to  be  released  from  the  prin- 
cipalship  of  our  high  school.  He  had  just  been  unani- 
mously re-elected;  but  his  request  was  granted.  Mr. 
Whitney  went  to  Watertown,  Mass.,  and  Mr.  Alfred  C. 
Faye,  of  Chillicothe,  Ohio,  succeeded  him  in  Dover. 
We  are  convinced  that  the  present  high  standard  will 
not  be  lowered  under  the  new  management. 

We  do  not  regard  it  out  of  place  to  refer  to  the  marked 
improvement  in  the  musical  course  under  the  very  excel- 
lent leadership  of  Mr.  Burton  T.  Scales.  An  interest  in 
singing  has  been  awakened  and  all  the  exercises  are 
carried  out  with  energy  and  spirit.  The  "Christmas 
Musical"  which  was  rendered  Dec.  1 7 ,  by  the  high  school, 
proved  a  rich  musical  treat,  and  bore  evidence  of  careful 
training. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  the  ability  to  earn  an  honest 
living  is  of  primary  importance  to  every  citizen.  Our 
high  school  should  constantly  aim  to  prepare  our  boys 
and  girls  for  the  practical  life  upon  which  they  must 
soon  enter.  In  these  days  of  progress  this  cannot  be  ac- 
complished by  a  process  of  subtraction,  but  rather,  of 
addition.  Our  boys,  especially,  are  continually  listening 
for  calls  to  a  commercial  life.  This  is  to  be  commended ; 
and,  although  it  is  a  fact  that  the  training  received  in  the 
regular  high  school   course,  by  disciplining  the   mind. 
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thorouglil}'  qualifies  the  student  for  the  practical  duties 
of  active  life,  yet  something  of  a  business  course,  in  addi- 
tion, might  prove  beneficial.  This  would  entail  an  in- 
crease of  room   and  expense. 

The  present  compartments  are  overcrowded,  so  that 
the  question  of  a  new  high  school  building  presses  again 
to  the  front.  We  need  not  rehearse  the  many  disadvan- 
tages of  our  high  school  house  ;  they  are  patent  to  every 
observing  citizen.  It  is  wisdom  to  prepare  for  the  future 
ere  we  become  embarrassed  like  some  other  cities. 
Philadelphia,  for  instance,  finds  herself  with  thousands 
of  truants  to  be  accommodated  in  school-houses  wholly 
inadequate  to  hold  the  children  who  go  voluntarily. 

A  short  afternoon  session  of  the  high  school  is  now 
being  held,  once  a  week,  for  the  benefit  of  those  pupils 
who  are  not  doing  satisfactory  work.  This  arrangement 
originated  with  the  teachers,  and  they  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  interest  manifested  in  this  helpful  way. 

THE    CURRICULUM    OF    PUBLIC   SCHOOLS. 

One  of  the  great  educational  questions  of  the  day  arises 
in  regard  to  the  limit  of  instruction  to  be  given  in  our 
public  schools.  The  curriculum  of  toda}^  would  surprise 
the  last  generation,  while,  doubtless  many  studies  will 
be  added  by  the  next  generation.  The  tendency  is  not 
to  drop  anything,  but,  holding  fast  to  the  good,  to  con- 
tinue adding  to  the  course  of  study.  Some  hold  it  as 
good  reason  for  criticism  that  we  use  the  public  money  to 
fit  pupils  for  college.  But  when  we  consider  w^ho  fill  our 
colleges,  the  criticism  falls  to  the  ground.  The  majority 
of  college  students  do  not  come  from  the  families  of  the 
rich,  but  quite  the  reverse.  Statistics  from  the  class  of 
1900  in  one  of  our  small  colleges  shows  the  parents  of  its 
members  to  be  engaged  in  the  following  vocations:  "Me- 
chanics and  day  laborers,  24  ;   farmers,  13  ;  mill  men,  5;

lawyers,   3;  clergymen,  3;    physician,    i;    druggists,    2; 
mill-owners,  2;  commercial  travelers,  2." 

These  figures  are  eloquent  for  the  higher  education  of 
the  masses. 

THE    USE   OF   TOBACCO. 

The  attention  of  the  youth  should  more  frequently  be 
directed  to  the  baneful  effects  of  narcotics.  We  do  not 
mean  that  highly  colored  improbabilities  should  be  held 
up  before  them,  but  that  the  plain,  unvarnished  truth 
should  be  spoken.  Boys  who  would  be  the  least  sus- 
pected are  puffing  away  at  the  deadly  cigarette. 

Colleges  are  recognizing  the  fact  that  students  cannot 
do  the  best  work  and  use  tobacco.  Many  American  col- 
leges and  universities  have  made  ordinances  forbidding 
the  use  of  tobacco  by  their  students.  Statistics  show  that 
tobacco  retards  the  development  of  both  body  and  mind 
in  the  growing  youth.  "In  1891,  the  official  physician 
of  Yale  published  the  result  of  observations  on  the 
under-graduates  of  that  university.  In  a  class  of  147 
students,  he  found  that  in  four  years  77  who  did  not  use 
tobacco  surpassed  the  70  who  did  use  it,  to  the  extent  of 
10.4  per  cent,  in  increase  of  weight,  24  per  cent,  in  in- 
crease of  height,  and  26.7  per  cent  in  increase  of  chest 
girth.  The  most  marked  difference  was,  however,  in 
point  of  lung  capacity,  the  abstainers  showing  an  average 
gain  of  77.5  per  cent,  more  than  smokers  or  chewers. 
At  Amherst  the  abstainers  gained  24  per  cent,  in  weight, 
37  per  cent,  in  height,  42  per  cent,  in  chest  girth  and  75 
per  cent,  in  lung  capacity  over  those  who  used  tobacco." 
Comment  is  unnecessary. 

RURAL   SCHOOLS. 

Another  outside  school  has  been  closed  during  the 
year,   leaving  only  four  ungraded  schools  in   the   city. 
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One  of  these,  the  Garrison  Hill  school,  is  practically  a 
city  school,  as  its  easy  access  affords  the  introduction  of 
music  and  drawing. 

The  wisdom  of  the  course  adopted  b}^  us,  during  the 
past  few  years,  in  regard  to  the  concentration  of  the  out- 
side schools,  is  fully  attested  by  very  high  authority. 

A  Committee  of  Twelve  on  rural  schools  in  the  United 
States  was  appointed  by  the  National  Educational  associ- 
ation, two  years  since,  and  it  reported  this  year.  The 
committee  was  composed  of  representative  educators. 
The  report  discussed  the  "rural  school  maintainance, 
supervision,  supply  of  teachers,  and  instruction  and  dis- 
cipline." They  reported  strongly  against  the  district 
unit,  and  favored  the  consolidation  of  schools  too  small 
to  employ  profitably  the  time  of  one  teacher. 

"One  of  the  great  hindrances  to  the  improvement  of 
the  rural  school  lies  in  its  isolation,  and  its  inability  to 
furnish  to  the  pupil  that  stimulative  influence  which 
comes  from  contact  with  others  of  his  own  age  and  ad- 
vancement. The  committee,  therefore,  recommends  col- 
lecting pupils  from  small  schools  to  larger,  and  paying 
from  the  public  funds  for  their  transportation,  believing 
that  in  this  wa}^  better  teachers  can  be  provided,  more 
rational  methods  of  instruction  adopted,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  the  expense  of  the  school  can  be  materially 
lessened." 

PHYSICAL    TRAINING. 

Exercise  is  some  form  is  one  of  the  essentials  to  a  well- 
balanced  constitution.  Just  how  much  exercise  is  neces- 
sary for  the  maintenance  of  health  is  difficult  to  determine. 
Neither  is  it  easy  to  designate,  in  individual  cases,  the 
very  best  athletic  sports.  Games  which  would  prove  a 
decided  stimulus  to  the  youth  of  rugged  frame,  would  be 
disastrous  to  the  more  delicately  formed  class-mate. 
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Within  the  schoolroom,  however,  well-directed  gym- 
nastic movements  can  be  observed,  sufficient  to  preserve 
the  bodies  of  the  pupils  in  a  state  of  healthful  activity. 
Most  of  our  teachers  are  accustomed  to  give  some  time  to 
gymnastics  during  school  hours,  but  observation  and 
inquiry  would  tend  to  show  that  the  subject  does  not 
receive  the  attention  which  it  merits. 

We  would  urge  a  more  general  use  of  physical  training 
in  the  school  room,  and  a  closer  observance  of  the  "Rules 
of  the  School  Committee"  which  require  "frequent  gym- 
nastic exercises  in  some  form  of  not  less  than  three  or 
more  than  five  minutes  duration." 

SCHOOL-ROOM    SANITATION. 

This  is  pre-eminently  the  age  of  prevention  of  disease 
in  the  medical  world,  and  the  public  schools  are  reaping 
the  benefits  accruing  from  advanced  and,  we  trust,  cor- 
rect theories. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  of  Indiana  has  issued  special 
rules  for  controlling  communicable  diseases  in  the  public 
schools.  All  wood  work  and  desks  are  cleaned  with 
soap  and  water  once  a  week,  and  a  disinfecting  solution 
used.  Drinking  cups  are  not  to  hold  over  a  gill,  and 
must  be  cleaned  and  sterilized  daily.  No  slates  to  be 
used,  and  pens  and  pencils  are  collected  daily  and  not 
used  again  until  "sterilized  by  heat  or  steam." 

"In  New  York  city  the  children  in  the  public  schools 
are  examined  by  physicians.  The  first  day  of  inspection 
4255  scholars  were  examined  by  147  physicians,  and  14 
cases  of  diphtheria,  3  of  measles,  8  of  chicken  pox,  8  of 
skin  diseases,  and  55  parasitic  diseases  were  found." 

At  this  writing,  Philadelphia  is  thinking  of  following 
New  York's  example. 

The  Strafford  District  Medical  society,  at  its  last  annual 
meeting,  took  a  step  in  the  right  direction  when  it  resolved: 
"That  in  the  opinion    of  this  society  there   should  be  a 
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medical  inspection  of  the  scholars  in  the  public  schools, 
at  the  commencement  of  each  term,  by  a  medical  officer. ' ' 

CLOSING    REMARKS. 

The  value  of  learning  has  been  recognized  in  all  ages. 
The  men  possessing  an  education  have  easily  attained 
superiority  in  all  the  walks  of  life.  We  must  not  allow 
the  present  generation  to  fall  short  of  its  duty.  We 
must  see  to  it  that  our  youth  are  educated  in  a  true  sense ; 
that  their  faculties  and  powers  shall  not  be  misdirected. 

Parents  are  wnlling  to  sacrifice  for  their  children,  but 
this  is  not  enough.  We  ought  not  to  rest  with  individual 
sacrifices,  but  the  city  and  state  should  make  sacrifices  as 
well.  There  is  no  room  for  false  economy  in  the  educa- 
tion of  our  children ,  for  the  safety  of  the  state  depends 
upon  their  intelligence.

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The  theory  that  the  parents  of  pupils  have  the  chief 
interest  in  the  public  schools,  and,  hence,  are  entitled 
above  all  others  to  the  printed  reports  relating  to  those 
schools,  was  acted  upon  in  issuing  the  last  annual 
report.  Two  thousand  (2000)  copies  of  the  rtport  were 
printed,  and  one  copy  given  to  every  pupil  to  be  taken 
home.  As  far  as  could  be  learned,  the  plan  met  with 
the  universal  approval  of  parents;  I  recommend  its  con- 
tinuance as  tending  to  increase  the  interest  in  the 
management  of  our  educational  matters,  and  to  bring 
the  people  and  the  schools  into  closer  touch. 

Under  the  open  competition  which  was  adopted  in 
printing  these  reports,  the  cost  of  the  two  thousand 
(2000)  exceeded  the  cost  of  the  five  hundred  (500) 
printed  the  previous  year  by  only  $12.55. 

I  have  inserted  in  this  report  several  tabular  state- 
ments and  other  matter  of  information  which  have  ap- 
peared in  previous  reports,  on  the  supposition  that  the 
plan  of  distribution  adopted  last  year  would  be  con- 
tinued, believing  that  they  are  of  sufficient  value  to 
warrant  a  general  circulation. 

HIGH    SCHOOL. 

Teachers.  Mr.  Frank  W.  Whitney,  having  served  as 
principal  of  our  High  school  for  ten  years,  resigned  in 
August  to  accept  a  more  lucrative  position  in  Water- 
town,  Mass.  Alfred  C.  Faye  who  was  graduated  from 
Harvard  College  in  1893  was  chosen  from  a  large  num- 
ber of  applicants  to  succeed  Mr.  Whitney.  Beyond  this, 
no  change  has  occurred  in  the  corps  of  teachers. 

Building.  I  can  not  refrain  from  again  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  necessity  of  a  new  building  for  the  High 
school  in  the  near  future.  Built  in  1851  for  District 
Two,  the  present  building  is  inconvenient  of  access  to  a 
large  part  of  the  pupils,  unsightly  in  its  surroundings, 
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poorly  adapted  for  the  demands  of  modern  education, 
and  too  crowded  for  the  best  results;  the  recitation 
rooms  are  poorly  lighted ;  the  assembly  room  is  calcu- 
lated for  about  130  pupils,  the  present  number  necessi- 
tates the  use  of  one  recitation  room  for  permanent  sit- 
tings. Whenever  the  financial  condition  of  the  city 
will  warrant,  steps  should  be  taken  for  securing  a  lot 
for  a  new  building.

GRAMMAR    SCHOOLS. 

The  only  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  grammar 
school  teachers  resulted  from  the  declination  of  Mr.  Clif- 
ton W.  M.  Blanchard  to  be  a  candidate  for  re-election  as 
principal  of  the  Belknap  school.  Mr.  Edgar  D.  Cass  of 
the  1897  class  of  Dartmouth  college  was  selected  to  suc- 
ceed Mr.  Blanchard. 

The  grammar  school  class  for  several  j^ears  held  in  the 
Peirce  building  has  been  removed  to  the  Sherman  build- 
ing, allowing  the  Peirce  school  to  be  organized  as  a  full 
primary  school.  This  change  is  to  the  advantage  of  both 
grades . 

During  the  last  summer  vacation  the  Sherman  building 
was  repaired  at  an  expense  of  about  $1,900.  A  new 
heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  was  put  in,  necessitat- 
ing a  remodelling  of  the  interior.  The  building  is  now 
in  excellent  condition,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  minor 
matters,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  completed  early  in  the 
coming  year.

PRIMARY    SCHOOLS.

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last  June,  and  Miss  Hittie  F.  Ham,  teacher  of  the  Black- 
water  school,  was  made  her  successor;  in  October,  Mrs. 
Nellie  P.  Wallingford  was  compelled  by  ill  health  to  re- 
sign her  position  as  teacher  in  the  Hale  school.  Resolu- 
tions were  adopted  by  the  Board,  showing  its  appreciation 
of  Mrs.  Wallingford 's  long,  faithful,  and  successful  ser- 
vice. Miss  Mary  McDonough,  a  graduate  of  our  High 
school  in  1895,  and  of  the  N.  H.  State  Normal  school  in 
1897,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

UNGRADED   SCHOOLS. 

The  Blackwater  school  was  not  re-opened  in  Septem- 
ber by  reason  of  the  total  disappearance  of  pupils.  The 
teachers  of  the  remaining  four  of  this  class  of  schools  re- 
main as  last  year.

EVENING    SCHOOL. 

The  term  of  the  evening  school  opened  in  the  Fall  of 
1896,  continued  seven  weeks  into  1897,  closing  Feb.  12; 
the  enrollment  during  that  time  was  twenty-eight  (28). 
The  school  was  reopened  Nov.  1 ,  and  is  still  in  ses- 
sion. The  enrollment  this  term  has  been  fifty  (50), 
with  an  average  attendance  of  fifteen  (15) ;  the  average 
age  of  the  pupils  enrolled  is  twenty-three  (23)  years. 

This  school  is  maintained  for  the  benefit  of  adults; 
the  few  who  are  regular  attendants  make  satisfactory 
progress,  and,  perhaps,  justify  the  continuance  of   the 
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school;  but  it  seems  strange  that,  in  a  community  like 
this,  there  are  not  many  more  who  wish  to  improve 
their  condition  by  this  instrumentality.  The  teaching 
is  elementar}',  a  great  many  of  the  students  having  but 
little  knowledge  of  the  English  language  when  they 
enter.  The  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
school  has  been  insufficient  to  pay  expenses;  it  should 
be  increased  bj^  at  least  $100.00. 

TEACHERS. 

The  rule  adopted  by  the  Committee,  Oct.  14,  1897, 
that  "In  the  election  of  new  teachers  preference  will  be 
given  to  candidates  holding  state  certificates,  or  those 
who  are  graduates  of  a  normal  school  or  a  college,  other 
qualifications  being  equal,"  is  likely  to  be  far-reaching  in 
its  influence,  and  to  exercise  a  constant  tendency  towards 
raising  the  standard  of  the  teaching  force. 

The  state  law  provides  for  a  permanent  certificate  to  be 
issued  upon  satisfacton.^  examination.  Graduates  of  the 
N.  H.  State  Normal  school  receive  this  certificate  in 
course.  The  standard  of  examination  for  a  permanent 
certificate  is  naturally  and  properly  more  rigid  than  that 
of  local  school  boards  for  yearly  certificates.  If  still 
further  inducement  could  be  held  out  to  teachers  to  take 
the  state  examination  which  would  result  in  professional- 
izing their  occupation,  great  advantage  to  the  schools 
would  follow.  Every  city  or  town  that  moves  in  this  di- 
rection, is  thereb)^  exercising  an  educational  influence 
throughout  the  whole  state;  and  New  Hampshire  is 
wofully  in  need  of  just  such  examples. 

The  statute  provides  that  "The  school  board  shall  se- 
lect and  hire  suitable  and  competent  teachers. ' '     Nothing 
is   said   of  the   term   of  service  for  which  they  shall  be 
hired.     The   School    Committee  of  this  city  being  a  con-  . 
f  inuous  body,  it  is  manifestly  competent  to  hire  teachers 
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for  any  number  of  years  desired,  or  upon  a  permanent 
tenure.  It  would  be  idle  to  say  that  the  Board  could 
hire  for  one  year  only  because  of  its  annual  re-organiza- 
tion ;  to  make  such  a  position  tenable,  teachers  should 
be  elected  in  January  ;  under  the  present  plan,  the  Com- 
mittee of  one  year  chooses  teachers  to  serve  for  half  the 
succeeding  year.  Nothing  is  more  wearing  to  the  ner- 
vous system  of  teachers  than  the  annual  elections,  at 
which  they  fear  adverse  votes  without  specific  charges  of 
inefficiency.  If  this  strain  upon  the  nerves  can  in  any 
way  be  removed,  the  effectiveness  of  many  a  teacher  will 
be  increased. 

I  recommend  that  inquiry  be  made  into  the  propriety 
of  adopting  a  rule  to  the  effect  that  a  teacher  holding  a 
permanent  state  certificate  may,  after  satisfactory  service 
for  a  time  to  be  determined  by  the  Committee,  be  placed 
upon  permanent  tenure.  I  can  conceive  of  no  rule 
more  likely  to  induce  would-be  teachers  to  take  a  full 
course  at  our  State  Normal  school.  The  cases  affected 
by  such  regulation  would  be  few  at  present,  but  the  stim- 
ulus to  the  whole  corps  would  be  constant.  The  dis- 
missal of  a  teacher  engaged  under  the  plan  suggested, 
would  be  as  simple  as  it  is  now,  as  the  statute  provides 
that,  "They  (the  School  Board)  shall  dismiss  any  teacher 
found  by  them  to  be  unfit  to  teach,  or  whose  services  are 
unprofitable  to  the  school,  or  who  shall  not  conform  to 
the  regulations  b}^  them  prescribed." 

Supt.  Balliet  of  Springfield,  sums  up  the  matter  of 
trained  teachers  in  these  few  lines : 

' '  Experience  of  3^ears  has  shown  very  clearly  that  good 
schools  cannot  be  created  by  resolutions  of  school  com- 
mittees or  edicts  of  superintendents.  The  character  of 
the  school  and  the  merit  of  its  work  depend  upon  the 
character  and  ability  of  the  teacher.  The  school  will 
never  be  better  than  the  teacher  who  is  placed  in  charge 
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of  it.  If  they  are  all  trained  and  fitted  for  their  work  the 
schools  will  be  good ;  if  the  schools  are  in  charge  of 
apprentices  no  amount  of  lecturing  by  the  superintendent, 
and  no  minuteness  of  detail  in  the  requirements  of  the 
course  of  study  can  supply  the  deficiency.  All  the  super- 
vision that  can  be  provided  or  devised  will  not  make  a 
good  school  where  the  teacher  is  incompetent,  for  the 
incompetency  is  always  present  in  the  school  room,  while 
at  best  the  supervisory  influence  can  be  felt  only  periodi- 
cally." 

ABSENTEEISM. 

The  average  attendance  for  the  school  year  ending  in 
June  1897,  was  90.7  per  cent,  of  the  average  enroll- 
ment. This  is,  perhaps,  as  high  as  we  have  a  right  to 
expect  when  we  consider  the  rigid  rules  pertaining  to 
the  exclusion  of  children  having  contagious  diseases,  as 
well  as  the  ordinary  ailments  which  make  occasional 
absence  necessary. 

The  work  of  the  truant  officer  has  been  effective  as  far 
as  it  concerns  the  pupils  of  the  public  schools.  The 
usefulness  of  such  an  officer,  however,  can  not  be  meas- 
ured by  the  number  of  truants  reported;  "an  ounce  of 
prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure."  The  reduction 
of  truancy  to  a  minimum  is  a  strong  argument  in  favor 
of  his  work  ;  its  total  disappearance  would  be  the  offi- 
cer's strongest  support,  rather  than,  as  some  erroneously 
conclude,  an  argument  against  the  necessity  for  his 
existence. 

Rumors  still  reach  us  occasionall)'  that  there  are  chil- 
dren in  this  city  who  do  not  attend  school,  who  are  even 
employed  in  manufacturing  establishments  without  cer- 
tificates of  school  attendance,  in  spite  of  the  legal  pen- 
alty of  $50.00  fine  upon  the  employer  in  every  such 
case.     The  fair  fame  of  New  Hampshire  and  her  per- 
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manent  welfare  demand  the  exact  and  rigid  enforce- 
ment of  the  employment  laws  and  all  the  laws  relating 
to  compulsor}^  attendance  at  school.  The  report  of  the 
U.S.  Commissioner  of  Education  for  1892-93  contains  a 
table  showing  the  "percentage  of  illiterac}'  to  the  total 
population  ten  (10)  years  of  age  and  over."  In  this 
table  New  Hampshire  ranked  2nd  in  1870,  there  being 
but  one  state  in  which  education  and  intelligence  were 
more  general;  in  1880,  New  Hampshire  had  fallen  to 
the  6th  place;  and  in  1890,  to  the  26th,  with  only  four 
states  north  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  Line  showing  a 
poorer  standing.  This  condition  contains  a  menace  to 
free  institutions.  Though  the  rural  towns  have  deteri- 
orated, the  great  gain  of  illiteracy  is  in  the  manufactur- 
ing village  and  cities;  and  it  behooves  these  villages 
and  cities  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  stay  the  march  of 
ignorance.     Is  Dover  doing  her  share  in  this  work? 

During  the  year  1897  one  hundred  thirty-three  (133) 
certificates  have  been  granted  to  children  under  sixteen 
(16)  years  of  age,  allowing  them  to  be  employed  in 
manufacturing  establishments.  Of  these,  forty-two  (42) 
were  for  vacation  only.  There  are  in  force  at  the  pres- 
ent time  (Jan.  r,  1898)  twenty-eight  (28)  certificates; 
therefore  there  are  but  twenty-eight  (28)  children  under 
sixteen  years  of  age  legally  employed  in  all  the  manu- 
facturing establishments  of  the  city  of  Dover.  I  do  not 
know  that  more  than  this  number  are  actually  em- 
ployed; but  if  there  are,  every  employer  of  such  is  act- 
ing in  defiance  of  the  State  law.  Additional  legislation 
is  necessary  to  enable  the  Committee  to  properly  enforce 
the  employment  laws  whose  enforcement  is  committed 
to  them.  A  bill  was  introduced  into  the  legislature  at 
its  last  session,  requiring  employers  of  child  labor  to 
keep  certified  lists  of  children  in  their  employ,  and  per- 
mitting truant  officers  to  inspect  such  establishments  for 
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the  purposes  of  verif3'ing  the  list  of  certificated  children. 
The  influence  of  its  opponents  was  sufBcient  to  la}'  this 
bill  on  the  table,  where  it  still  slumbers.  If  the  employ- 
ment laws  are  to  be  enforced,  a  law  of  this  kind  is  an 
absolute  necessity. 

COST    OF   SCHOOLS. 

The  cost  per  capita  based  upon  the  general  appropria- 
tion in  charge  of  the  School  Committee  has  been  $19.07, 
if  the  total  enrollment  be  considered  ;  $21.00,  if  reckoned 
upon  the  average  enrollment  for  the  year. 

The  cost  of  text  books  and  supplies  upon  the  former 
basis  has  been  $1.06  per  pupil;  upon  the  latter,  $1.17. 
The  following  table  shows  the  cost  of  this  department  for 
a  series  of  j^ears,  since  the  adoption  of  free  books  :

"The  6oth  Annual  Report  of  the  Massachusetts  Board 
of  Education,"  1895-6,  shows  the  average  annual  ex- 
pense for  the  entire  state  of  Massachusetts  during  the  last 
ten  years  to  have  been  $1.62  per  pupil  for  text  books  and 
supplies,  based  upon  the  average  membership ;  based 
upon  total  enrollment,  the  cost  for  1895-6  was  $1.23. 
These  figures  from  a  neighboring  state  are  quoted  that 
opportunities  may  be  ready  for  those  desiring  to  make 
comparisons. 

My  annual  report  for  1895  contained  some  remarks 
upon  this  topic,  a  portion  of  which  I  venture  to  repeat: 

"In  my  annual  report  for  1892,  I  made  some  extended 
comparisons  by  which  Dover  did  not  suffer;  I  refer  to 
them  for  information  inasmuch  as  the  situation  has  not 
materially  changed  since  that  time.  Comparisons,  to 
be  of  value,  must  be  upon  a  common  basis.  For  in- 
stance, to  reckon  the  per  capita  cost  in  Dover  upon  the 
basis  of  average  attendance  and  to  compare  the  result 
with  the  per  capita  cost  of  some  other  city  based  upon 
total  enrollment,  is  an  evidence  of  ignorance  or  dis- 
honesty. When  expenses  are  reckoned  upon  the  same 
basis,  Dover  may  challenge  comparison  with  other  cities 
as  to  economical  expenditure  of  the  school  money. 

Expenses,  however,  may  be  very  easily  reduced. 

First,  By  reducing  salaries. 

Second,   By  reducing  the  number  of  teachers. 

Of  course,  either  remedy  would  tend  to  lower  the 
standing  of  the  schools. 

Within  fifteen  years,  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
schools  has  materially  increased.  The  question  for  the 
citizens  of  Dover  to  answer  is.  Have  the  quality  of  the 
instruction,  and  the  value  of  the  schools  increased  in  an 
equal  ratio?  In  other  words,  Are  they  getting  their 
money's  worth? 

In  1880,  there  were  three  teachers  in  the  High  school 
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drawing  aggregate  salaries  of  $2,900  ;  today  there  are 
six  teachers  drawing  salaries  of  $5,100  in  the  aggregate. 
Then,  there  was  one  course  of  study;  now,  there  are 
three  courses,  with  many  elective  studies.  Then,  pu- 
pils rarely  entered  college  from  our  High  school;  now, 
the  school  is  on  the  "approved  list"  of  colleges  admit- 
ting on  certificate  ;  twenty  of  our  graduates  are  in  col- 
leges of  good  standing. 

If  the  citizens  of  Dover  desire  a  high-grammar  school 
in  the  place  of  a  High  school,  this  could  easily  be 
brought  about. 

In  '80- '8 1,  there  were  six  school  rooms,  in  which  the 
average  enrollment  was  over  fifty  pupils;  in  '8i-'82, 
there  were  three,  averaging  over  sixty;  in  '82-'83,  there 
were  three  with  an  average  enrollment  of  seventy-one. 
A  return  to  this  plan  of  herding  children  would  satisfy 
the  advocates  of  cheapness,  but  would  result  disastrous- 
ly to  the  children. 

That  the  condition  at  that  time  was  the  result  of 
necessity  rather  than  desire  may  be  inferred  from  an 
extract  from  the  annual  report  of  the  committee  of 
1880: 

'The  increase  in  the  population  of  our  city  is  already 
crowding  our  school  rooms  beyond  the  conditions  of 
comfort  and  health.  Sixty-five  pupils  in  any  room  is 
not  only  beyond  the  capacity  of  thorough  management 
on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  but  imperils  the  physical 
and  mental  vigor  of  the  children.'

ANNUAL    REPORT    OF    THE   TEACHER    OF 
DRAWING. 


To  THE  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir: — New  aims,  new  methods,  and  new  medi- 
ums have  been  for  the  past  3'ear,  characteristic  of  our 
work  in  drawing. 

An  entirely  new  set  of  outlines  by  lessons  was  pre- 
pared for  the  primary  schools,  in  which  the  training  of 
the  pupils  to  see  rather  than  to  follow  directions  mechan- 
ically, was  advocated.  The  result  seems  to  show  that 
this  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  Colored  pencils 
were  provided  for  the  three  lower  classes,  brushes  for 
all  the  grades,  and  with  these  new  means  of  expression, 
the  interest  of  the  pupils  has  been  verj-  keen  and  their 
knowledge  of  the  subject  matter  has  become  much  more 
extensive. 

The  results  of  the  colored  pencil  work  seem  to  show 
that  expressing  the  color  of  an  object  helps  the  pupils  to 
express  the  form  more  correctly. 

The  brush  work  has  been  a  success  in  many  ways. 
Several  teachers  report  that  the  free  arm  movement 
which  the  brush  work  necessitates  has  led  to  greater 
freedom  of  mov^ement  in  writing.  All  that  can  be  done 
with  the  pencil,  as  well  as  much  more,  can  be  done  with 
the  brush,  but  we  have  not  discarded  the  pencils;  we 
have  more  pencil  work  than  brush  work,  and  the  one 
helps  the  other. 
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The  benefit  which  the  pupils  have  derived  from  the 
use  of  the  brush  and  the  use  of  the  colored  pencil  leads 
to  the  thought  that  color  work  with  the  brush  will  afford 
manual  and  mental  training  of  the  greatest  importance. 
A  few  experiments  in  this  direction  have  alread}-  been 
made  in  our  schools  with  excellent  results. 

Much  time  has  been  devoted  to  drawing  plants  and 
their  various  parts  ;  an  attempt  thus  being  made  to  en- 
courage nature  study  through  the  objects  chosen  for 
the  drawing  lessons. 

A  general  outline  of  all  the  work  in  the  primary  and 
grammar  grades,  with  suggestions  for  teaching,  has 
been  compiled  by  the  special  teacher  and  printed  in 
pamphlet  form. 

The  study  of  artists  and  their  works,  which  was  be- 
gun last  year,  by  using  the  illustrations  in  books  and 
current  magazines,  has  been  continued. 

The    regulations   concerning    drawing    in    the    high 
school  course  have  been  changed  to  read  as   follows : — 
Required  first  year  of  all  pupils. 

Required  second  year  of  all  pupils,  excepting  those 
studying  Greek  and  Latin. 

Electiv^e  for  the  next  two  years  for  all  excepting 
those  preparing  for  Art  schools,  Technical  schools,  or 
Normal  schools. 

The  importance  of  good  school-room  decoration  is  a 
subject  to  which  more  thought  should  be  given.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  some  means  may  be  devised 
whereby  reproductions  of  good  works  of  art  may  be 
upon  the  walls  of  every  school-room  in  the  city.  The 
improvement  in  the  manners,  morals,  and  taste  of  the 
pupils  which  will  result  from  close  contact  with  the  best 
art,  will  do  much  more  than  is  generally  realized  toward 
the  culture  of  our  future  citizens. 

The  generosity  of  the  school  board  in  providing    new

material,  and  their  readiness  to  carrj-  out  suggestions 
made  by  the  special  teacher,,  is  most  gratefully  recog- 
nized. The  hearty  co-operation  of  the  regular  teachers, 
many  of  them  gladly  giving  their  time  out  of  school  for 
their  own  better  understanding  of  art  and  its  presenta- 
tion to  their  pupils,  has  been  of  the  greatest  assistance 
in  the  effort  to  make  the  drawing  in  our  schools  in 
accord  with  the  best  educational  ideas  of  the  present 
time.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 

TEACHER  OF  MUSIC. 


To  THE  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Dover  : 

Gentlemen — Music  has  been  taught  in  Dover  schools 
over  twenty  years  and  has  long  been  recognized  a  part  of 
their  admirable  curriculum.  It  is  a  necessity  in  every 
well  developed  course  of  public  school  study,  but  just 
why  it  is  an  essential  few  parents, — who,  as  a  rule, 
seldom  or  never  visit  the  schools  their  children  attend, — 
citizens   at  large,  or  musicians  even,  can  explain. 

If  properly  taught,  music  has  no  equal  among  all  the 
studies  on  the  programme  of  any  public  school,  for  all  the 
elements  of  thought  found  in  any  special  study  are  com- 
bined in  this  one,  viz: — accuracy,  calculation,  concentra- 
tion, construction,  location,  memory,  regularity  of  time, 
rapid  recognition,  and  observ^ation .  No  other  study 
requires  the  student  to  perceive,  judge  and  execute  as 
does  music.  Every  thinking  man  will  admit  that  these 
qualifications  are  sufficient  to  guarantee  music  a  place  in 
any  course  of  education,  and  their  existence  must  prove  to 
him  that  this  art  is  not  exclusively  for  the  musically  tal- 
ented. 

The  aims  of  your  supervisor  have  been,  and  will  be, 
the  preservation  of  the  voices  in  his  charge, — one  of  the 
fundamental  objects  of  public  school  music  teaching; 
the  cultivation  of  ear  and  voice,  secured  by  the  best  ob- 
tainable quality  of  tone  produced  in  the  right  register — 
for  the  most  part  in  the  head  register  ;  the  development 
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of  a  good  musical  taste  by  the  constant  singing  and 
hearing  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest  grades  of  a  large 
amount  of  good  music;  the  development  of  good  habits 
of  breathing,  correct  pronunciation,  skill  in  sight  sing- 
ing, knowledge  of  theory,  power  of  interpretation,  and 
acquaintance  with  standard  and  classic  music.  Individ- 
ual attention,  concentration,  and  unity  of  action  are  re- 
quired and  secured ;  music  then  becomes  a  potent  factor 
in  discipline,  and  when  taught  with  enthusiasm  and 
made  interesting,  as  it  must  be  to  get  best  results,  it 
will  develop  a  strong  school  spirit,  especialh^  where  the 
classes  are  large,  that  cannot  be  produced  so  well  by 
anything  else  unless  it  be  athletics. 

Music  thus  develops  the  child  mentally,  and  at  the 
same  time  morally,  for  it  has  a  higher  side.  It  unlocks 
the  soul  and  appeals  to  the  better  instincts  of  the  young 
student,  enabling  him  to  realize  the  good  and  the  true 
better  than  he  can  in  any  other  way. 

Directly,  the  labors  of  my  predecessors,  the  enthusias- 
tic work  of  the  1,500  children,  the  persevering  efforts  of 
one  of  the  finest  corps  of  grade  teachers  in  many  states, 
the  skilful  direction  and  assistance  of  an  energetic  and 
efficient  superintendent,  the  generous  support  of  the 
school  committee,  and  indirectly  the  splendid  discipline 
and  high  standard  of  scholarship  that  prevails  in  our 
schools,  have  enabled  progress  in  music  work  during  the 
first  term  of  the  present  school  year.  Under  the  present 
management  the  standard  of  the  Dover  public  schools 
cannot  but  be  raised,  and  it  is  my  desire  that  the  earnest 
co-operation  of  all  concerned  may  continue,  that  in  this 
advance  this  department  ma}^  be  found  in  the  van.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 

BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  respectfully  submit 
their  fifteenth  (15)  annual  report  of  the  operations  of  the 
library  for  the  past  3^ear.  The}'  have  but  little  to  suggest 
in  the  way  of  new  ideas  touching  the  administration  of 
the  public  trust  confided  to  them.  Upon  the  thorough 
fulfillment  of  the  purposes  for  which  the  library  was 
established  the}'  most  heartil}'  congratulate  our  citizens. 
So  important,  indeed,  has  the  library  become  to  the  life  of 
the  city,  to  the  education  of  the  young,  and  the  instruc- 
tion and  solace  of  all  ages,  that  it  is  difficult  to  realize 
how  we  could  have  lived  so  long  without  it,  or  how  it 
could  now  be  dispensed  with.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  our 
people  owe  ver}'  much  of  the  entertainment  and  instruc- 
tion of  their  lives  to  its  volumes,  and  are  as  essentially 
dependent  upon  it  for  all  that  elevates  and  dignifies  their 
daily  living  as  upon  an}'  other  institution  of  our  political 
or  social  system. 

In  proof  of  the  large  place  which  the  librar}-  fills,  we 
may  point,  with  becoming  pride,  to  the  remarkable  circu- 
lation it  has  attained,  which  is  so  large,  having  regard  to 
the  number  of  its  volumes,  and  of  the  population  which  it 
serves,  as  to  challenge  comparison  with  the  work  of  any 
library  in  the  country. 
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The  progress  made  in  this  department  of  education  and 
culture  constitutes  one  of  the  most  striking  developments 
of  modern  times.  It  would  be  interesting  to  trace  and 
comment  upon  the  successive  steps  of  this  progress,  and 
to  point  out  particularly  how  New  Hampshire  has  led 
the  way  in  progressive  legislation  on  the  subject,  and 
been  followed  by  other  states  of  the  Union,  and  even  by 
foreign  countries.  New  Hampshire  is  entitled  to  the 
honor  of  pioneership  in  library  advancement.  The  state, 
indeed,  has  been  justly  called  "the  mother  of  the  Ameri- 
can public  librar}^  system,"  since  here  originated  the  ear- 
liest legislation  authorizing  towns  to  establish  free  public 
libraries.  This  legislation  dates  back  now  nearly  fifty 
years,  and  has  been  succeeded  from  time  to  time  by  other 
enactments  keeping  the  state  well  in  the  van  of  educa- 
tional progress,  till  at  this  time  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  free  libraries  is  virtually  compulsory  upon 
all  our  cities  and  towns.  The  features  of  our  liberal  legis- 
lation extending  the  province  of  the  public  in  providing 
this  means  of  education,  so  as  to  make  it  ultimately,  as  it 
is  logically,  the  companion  and  supplement  of  the  com- 
mon school,  have  been  adopted,  one  by  one,  by  other 
civilized  states,  till  we  may  claim  that  the  library  now 
holds  its  place  without  dispute  as  an  indispensible 
adjunct  and  factor  in  every  intelligent  system  of  educa- 
tion. 

Our  city  has  taken  her  full  part  in  the  library  move- 
ment of  modern  times ;  and  especially  in  the  unparalleled 
activity  of  the  last  fifteen  years.  In  the  most  approved 
methods  of  classification,  in  keeping  library  records,  in 
systems  of  shelving  and  issuing  books,  and  in  making  the 
books  available  to  the  public  by  printed  catalogues,  card 
catalogues,  etc.,  without  which  the  treasures  of  any 
library  are  in  great  measure  hidden  and  rendered  use- 
less, ours  is  not  behind  the  best  libraries  of  its  class. 
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In  our  belief,  the  establishment  of  a  direct  and  sys- 
tematic co-operation  of  the  library  with  our  public 
schools  has  been  a  most  effective  agency  for  extending 
the  service  of  the  librarj^  into  wider  channels,  and  has 
already  sensibly  increased  the  reading  habit  among  our 
adult  population,  as  well  as  the  pupils  of  the  schools. 
This  is  the  natural  and  inevitable  outcome  of  this  new 
system  of  library  management.  It  is  the  recognized 
function  of  the  school  to  prepare  the  people  for  the  work 
of  life.  But  it  is  a  misconception  which  makes  the 
school  the  finale  of  the  education  of  the  masses  of  men 
and  women.  The  school  is  preliminar}'  and  introduc- 
tory, and  the  library  when  rightly  managed  is  secondarj-, 
and  crowns  the  process  of  education  in  its  best  sense. 
School  and  librar}'  should  therefore  be  co-ordinated, 
should  work  together  and  have  a  constantly  enlarging 
co-operative  relation.  The  field  before  them  in  co-oper- 
ation is  illimitable,  and  their  conjoined  influence  for  the 
universal  education  of  the  people  is  incalculable. 

x^lread}'  we  realize  the  importance  of  this  system  in 
our  own  brief  experience.  Books  taken  home  by  chil- 
dren into  families  which  have  none,  or  very  few  books, 
are  read  eagerly  and  become  educators  of  far  larger 
numbers  than  they  reach  directh',  while  they  create  a 
taste  and  craving  for  more  which  it  is  our  business  and 
pleasure  to  supply.  In  this  way  we  are  persuaded  that 
the  range  of  home  reading,  as  a  habit  of  life  among  our 
citizens,  is  rapidly  extending. 

It  will  be  the  effort  of  the  Trustees  to  still  more  firmly 
cement  the  union  of  the  library  and  the  school,  and  to 
widen  the  uses  of  the  former  till  it  shall  be  universally 
regarded  as  a  part  of  our  educational  system,  and  as 
such  entitled  to  a  support  by  public  taxation  no  less 
liberal  than  is  accorded  to  our  public  schools.  We  are 
convinced  that  the  broadening  of  the  scope  of  the  library 
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is  completely  changing  the  popular  conception  of  educa- 
tion as  ending  with  the  few  juvenile  years  of  school 
attendance;  so  that,  hereafter,  this  preliminary  educa- 
tion gained  at  the  school  benches  will  be  more  and  more 
generally  esteemed  as  but  the  beginning  of  the  knowl- 
edge of  truth,  and  of  the  thoughts,  achievements  and 
experience  of  mankind,  which  the  public  library  is  the 
appointed  means  of  carrying  forward  through  all  the 
years  allotted  to  human  lives  in  every  enlightened  com- 
munity. 

The  accessions  to  the  library  during  the  past  year 
have  been  largely  such  as  tend  to  round  out  and  com- 
plete it  in  some  special  directions;  especially  by  complet- 
ing sets  of  periodicals,  and  filling  out  lacunae  in  the 
history  of  our  own  state,  its  municipal  annals  particu- 
larl}^  and  rendering  it  more  extensive  in  New  Hamp- 
shire bibliography  generally.  To  this  end,  and  to  add 
to  the  value  and  fullness  of  our  collections  of  general 
history  also,  we  have  drawn  to  a  small  extent  upon  the 
legacy  which  the  noble  generosity  of  the  late  Mrs.  Eliz- 
abeth Hale  Jaques  placed  at  our  disposal  for  this  pur- 
pose. We  are  confident  that  the  library  has  by  these 
means  been  improved,  and  made  more  symmetrical  and 
comprehensive.  It  is,  in  our  judgment,  approaching 
the  standard  of  a  good  working  library,  not  only  for 
general  readers,  but  also  for  special  students,  particu- 
larly in  the  line  of  general  and  local  history. 

The  efforts  of  the  Trustees  will  be  continued  in  this 
direction,  and  to  this  end  they  invite  the  co-operation, 
by  way  of  suggestion  and  advice,  of  all  who  are  inter- 
ested in  the  work  of  the  library. 

It  is  matter  of  congratulation  that  the  statistics  of 
this,  as  of  most  other  public  libraries,  exhibit  a  constant 
elevation  of  the  public  taste  in  the  selection  and  reading 
of  books.     This  is  shown   both   bv   the    larger   ratio   of 
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other  works  compared  with  fiction,   and  by    the    higher 
tone  and  class  of  works  of  fiction,  required  by  the  public 
demand. 

We  have  referred  to  the  proud  position  our  state  and 
city  hold  in  the  forefront  of  public  effort  and  accom- 
plishment in  the  direction  of  library  progress.  But 
neither  the  state  or  city  can  maintain  its  pre-eminence 
in  this  respect,  nor  even  its  rank  of  equality,  without 
bringing  into  requisition  every  new  idea  and  approved 
means  of  advancement  possible.  With  that  in  view  the 
Trustees  realize  the  necessity  of  their  availing  themselves 
of  every  instrumentality  which  time  and  experience  re- 
veals for  enlarging  the  scope  of  the  library,  extending 
its  service  in  new  directions,  and  making  it  minister  to 
higher  and  higher  uses  in  the  education  of  the  people. 

The  Trustees  make  cordial  acknowledgment  of  the 
interest  of  the  city  government  in  the  library,  manifested 
for  many  years  by  appropriations  of  public  money  made 
in  no  niggardly  spirit,  and  by  their  willingness  to  hear 
and  consider  all  suggestions  of  citizens  in  regard  to  the 
management  of  the  library,  and  as  far  as  practicable,  to 
make  the  government  and  its  resources  instrumental  in 
enlarging  its  uses  and  enhancing  its  benefits. 

We  do  not  question  that  the  city  government  has  met 
its  full  responsibilities  to  the  library  in  a  liberal  spirit  in 
the  past.  But  "new  occasions  teach  new  duties."  This 
library  today  is  a  far  larger,  more  valuable,  and  more 
expensive  institution  than  it  was  fifteen,  ten,  or  even 
five  years  ago.  We  are  reluctant  to  ask  even  a  small 
increase  of  the  city  appropriation  for  the  library ;  but 
we  should  be  derelict  to  our  own  convictions  of  duty  did 
we  not  say  to  you  that  we  believe  an  addition  of  three 
hundred  dollars  to  the  amount  contributed  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  library  for  the  current  year  would  be  a  most 
wise  and  profitable  expenditure  of  public  money.     This 
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would  enable  us  to  keep  the  reading  room  open  on  Sun- 
day afternoons,  which  we  are  persuaded  would  be  ac- 
ceptable to  the  public,  and  of  essential  benefit  to  a  large 
class  of  readers ;  and  would  also  enable  us  to  meet  some 
other  needful  expenses  which  we  cannot  now  incur  for 
want  of  means. 

In  making  this  recommendation,  which  we  believe  to 
be  in  the  interest  of  the  truest  economy,  we  beg  to  sub- 
mit to  the  city  councils  that  other  cities  in  our  state  and 
in  other  states,  whose  libraries  fall  short  of  ours  in  circu- 
lation, and  usefulness  to  the  community,  spend  more  of 
the  public  revenues  for  their  support;  and  also  that  it  is 
hardly  reasonable  to  expect  that  a  library  is  to  go  on 
increasing  in  size  and  in  circulation  from  year  to  year, 
while  the  sum  appropriated  for  its  proper  maintenance 
shall  remain  fixed. 

The  books  of  a  great  and  much  used  library  wear  out 
rapidly.  They  need  constant  renewals  and  additions. 
They  require  re-binding,  repairs,  and  reinforcement  all 
the  time.  To  keep  such  a  library  modern  and  respon- 
sive to  public  taste  and  demand,  there  must  be  a  con- 
stant accession  of  new  books,  representing  the  literary 
activity  and  achievement  of  the  age.  Such  a  library 
also  demands  ever  increasing  attendance  and  service. 
Its  maintenance,  therefore,  in  good  working  condition, 
involves  great  expense,  and  this  costlmess  is  the  most 
conclusive  evidetice  of  its  vahie  and  useftilness. 

So  far  as  they  can,  encouraged  by  your  support  and 
co-operation,  the  Trustees  conceive  it  to  be  their  duty, 
and  it  will  be  their  aim,  to  keep  the  Dover  Public  Library 
abreast  of  the  best  libraries  and  library  progress  of  the 
country,  and  to  make  it  meet  satisfactorily  the  growing 
popular  demand  for  good  books, — "books  which  amuse, 
console,  and  inspire;  which  contribute  to  the  highest 
intellectual  enjoyment  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  peo- 
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pie  :  which  furnish  substance  for  thought  and  for  con- 
versation ;  which  dispel  the  cares  and  lighten  the  bur- 
dens of  life ;  which  are  friends  when  friends  fail, 
companions  when  other  intercourse  wearies  or  is  impos- 
sible, for  a  year,  for  a  decade,  for  a  generation,  for  all 
time,  for  eternity." 

In  closing  this  report  the  Trustees  desire  to  express 
their  high  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the  em- 
ployees of  the  library  in  conducting  it  so  as  to  make  it 
of  the  greatest  value,  convenience  and  benefit  to  the 
people  of  the  city.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  Dover 
is  known  far  and  wide  for  the  excellence  and  splendid 
work  of  its  free  public  library,  and  for  this  we  are  in- 
debted in  largest  degree  to  the  intelligent  and  zealous 
services  rendered  by  the  librarian  and  her  assistants.

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Report  of  the  Librarian. 


To  THE  Board  of   Trustees  of  the  Dover  Public 
Library: 

Gentlemen: — The  fifteenth  annual  report  of  the  library, 
showing  its  work  for  the  year  1897,  is  herewith  pre- 
sented : 

the  year's  growth. 

The  whole  number  of  accessions  reported  last  year  was 
21,762.  The  number  of  accessions  this  year  has  been 
1,008,  comprising  701  volumes  obtained  by  purchase,  106 
bound  periodicals,  and  201  gifts  most  of  which  were  gov- 
ernment publications;  thus  making,  after  deducting  the 
56  volumes  worn  out  and  withdrawn  from  circulation,  a 
total  now  in  the  library  of  22,714. 

the  year's  work. 

All  departments  of  library  service  have  done  more 
work  than  ever  before.  From  the  circulating  department 
73,598  volumes  have  been  loaned  to  borrowers,  a  gain 
of  2,236  over  last  year.  No  record  is  kept  of  the  use  of 
the  volumes  in  the  reference  library,  the  shelves  being 
open  to  every  one,  but  the  number  of  people  using  the 
books  has  been  larger  than  ever  before.  To  the  reading 
room  there  have  been  26,485  visitors,  a  gain  of  almost 
5,000  over  the  preceding  year. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 

In  the  earl}^  part  of  the  year,  by  order  of  the  city  com- 
mittee, all  the  rooms  were  repainted,  the  ceiling  frescoed, 
and  the  walls  tinted,  making  a  change  which  was  most 
agreeable  to  the  eye.  Another  improvement  has  been 
the  establishment  of  the  historical  room,  wherein  have 
been  placed  New  Hampshire  town  histories  and  genea- 
logical material,  thus  affording  an  opportunity  for  quiet 
study  of  which  many  people,  from  our  cit}'^  and  from 
surrounding  towns,  have  gladly  made  use.  Another 
change  is  the  adoption  of  a  new  charging  system,  made 
necessary  by  the  increasing  work  at  the  desk — the  advan- 
tage of  the  new  sj^stem  being  that  the  borrower  need  not 
be  kept  waiting  while  the  book  is  discharged,  but  may 
have  his  card  stamped  at  once  and  sent  for  another  book. 

NEEDS. 

The  penalty  of  growth  is  to  outgrow,  and  nowhere  is  it 
more  evident  than  in  library  work.  More  shelf  room  is 
needed  to  accommodate  books  now  piled  on  tables, 
chairs,  and  even  the  floor.  A  new  case  and  more  space 
are  needed  for  the  card  catalogue  which  now  fails  of  its 
best  use  because  only  a  few  persons  can  consult  it  at  the 
same  time.  More  books  in  history  and  travel  are  urgent- 
ly needed  to  meet  the  demands  upon  the  library  which 
the  co-operative  work  of  the  school  and  library  have 
brought  about.  No  books  in  fiction  have  ever  been  in 
such  demand  as  are  some  of  the  well  written  American 
histories  recently  published.  This  work  with  the  schools, 
added  to  the  natural  fondness  of  children  for  stories  and 
pictures,  has  led  to  an  exhaustive  use  of  all  the  children's 
material  in  the  library,  and  often  seriously  interferes  with 
the  rights  of  older  people.  But  this  coming  of  the  school 
children  in  large  numbers  should  not  be  discouraged ;  on 
the  contrary,  it  is  one  of  the  most  healthful  signs  for  the 
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future  of  our  city,  for  the  aim  of  the  whole  educational 
system  is  right  desires,  enlightened  intelligence  and  re- 
fined tastes  on  the  part  of  its  children.  That  these  active 
minds,  asking  for  good  things,  ought  not  to  be  denied,  is 
a  truth  to  which  all  will  assent ;  and  it  is  with  due  recog- 
nition of  its  importance  that  those  in  charge  of  the  public 
library  find  themselves  called  upon  to  face  the  problem, 
How  shall  the  children  be  provided  for? 

Other  cities  have  considered  the  same  question  and 
have  solved  it  in  a  practical  way  by  the  establishment  of 
a  children's  reading  room.  In  this  room  are  gathered  all 
the  children's  books  and  magazines,  and  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  attendant  the  children  are  allowed  more  free- 
dom than  is  possible  in  the  reading  room  for  older  people. 
"Wherever  this  plan  has  been  tried  there  is  but  one  verdict 
as  to  the  result.  Not  only  are  the  children  themselves 
delighted  with  the  room ,  but  all  the  older  users  of  the  li- 
brary are  greatly  relieved  by  the  change.  Results  are  so 
satisfactory  that  cities  are  fitting  up  these  rooms  even  at 
great  trouble  and  expense. 

The  city  of  Dover  might  have  a  children's  reading- 
room  without  much  trouble  or  expense.  The  armory  is 
separated  from  our  present  rooms  by  only  a  narrow  pas- 
sage-way and  a  wall  through  which  a  door  might  be  cut. 

The  armory  has  never  been  entirely  satisfactory  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  designed,  the  floor  space  being 
broken  by  columns  which  interfere  with  military  evolu- 
tions. One  company  has  already  moved  out.  It  is  prob- 
able that  the  other  would  not  be  unwilling  to  go.  This 
room,  fitted  up  with  book  shelves  along  the  walls,  low 
tables  and  little  chairs,  would  make  a  charming  chil- 
dren's reading-room.  In  it  the  children  of  the  city  would 
be  sensibly  and  happily  provided  for,  and  the  library  and 
present  reading-room  would  be  made  much  more  agreea- 
ble and  useful  to  older  readers  and  students. 
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The  Librarian  desires  to  express  her  appreciation  of  the 
work  of  all  those  associated  with  her  in  library  service. 
The  younger  attendants  are  poorly  paid  and  often  severe- 
\y  worked  ;  but  throughout  the  whole  force  there  exists 
a  spirit  of  cheerful  readiness  to  respond  to  all  demands 
upon  them.  She  also  thanks  the  Trustees  for  the  invaria- 
ble kindness  she  meets  at  their  hands.

Water  Commissioners'  Report. 


To  THE  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover: — 

Gentlemen: — We  herewith  submit  to  you  the  tenth 
annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for 
the  year  1897. 

FINANCES. 

The  receipts  of  the  water  department  from  all  sources 
have  been  $29,653.70,  which  includes $2,923.70,  balance 
from  1896;  the  expenditures  during  the  past  year  have 
been  $27,339.45,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the 
city  treasurer  of  $2,314.25. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  marked  "A." 

During  the  year  $2,000.00  was  applied  to  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  water  debt  from  the  surplus  income  of  the 
water  department,  $5,577.86  from  premium  received 
from  sale  of  Portsmouth  &  Dover  R.  R  stock,  leaving  a 
gross  water  debt,  December  31,  1897,  of  $315,922.14. 
Deducting  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  paid  on  account  of  re- 
duction of  water  debt,  the  sum  of  $13,606.08  paid  on 
account  of  interest,  and  $4,704.21  paid  on  account  of 
new  construction,  from  $27,339.45,  total  expenditures, 
would  leave  $7,029.16  as  the  annual  cost  of  maintaining 
the  water  system.  This  is  a  reduction  of  running  ex- 
penses from  last  year,  and  attests  the  economical  manner 
in  which  the  work  of  the  department   has   been   carried 
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on.      The    sum  paid  out  of  the  surplus  income  toward 
the  reduction  of  the  debt  is  less  this  year  on  account  of 
the   eKtensions  that  were  made,   and  paid  for  from  the 
surplus  earnings. 

EXTENSIONS. 

Applications  have  been  made  to  the  board  for  several 
extensions  of  the  water  mains  in  various  localities  in  the 
city,  and  the  board  has  acceeded  to  the  petitions  where 
the  income  has  been  sufficient  to  warrant  the  extension, 
and  we  have  laid  during  the  year  1,634  feet  of  six  inch 
pipe  on  Stark  avenue,  from  Watson's  lane  to  William 
K.  Sharp's  house,  and  one  hydrant  was  set  on  the  same; 
3,i8r  feet  of  six  inch  pipe  has  been  laid  on  Court  street 
and  Hanson  avenue,  on  which  three  hydrants  were  set; 
244  feet  of  four  inch  pipe  was  laid  on  Grove  street;  328 
feet  of  six  inch  pipe  was  laid  on  Rutland  street ;  698  feet 
of  one  inch  cement  lined  pipe  was  laid  on  Fourth  street, 
and  255  feet  of  six  inch  pipe  was  laid  on  Central  avenue, 
to  accommodate  the  Old  People's  Home,  making  a  total 
extension  of  the  water  mains  for  the  year  of  over  6,000 
feet.  A  detailed  statement  of  these  extensions,  loca- 
tions, etc.,  will  be  found  in  the  superintendent's  report, 
hereto  annexed  and  marked  "B." 

GENERAL    CONDITION. 

The  system  has  been  maintained  and  kept  in  good 
repair;  the  past  polic}^  of  the  board  being  continued,  as 
we  believe  it  is  in  the  interest  of  economy  to  keep  all 
parts  of  the  system  in  first-class  condition. 

CHARACTER    OP    THE    WATER. 

The  water  during  the  past  year  has  been  kept  at  a 
high  standard  of  purity,  and  we  regret  that  the  supply 
is  limited  ;  for  if  we  were  assured  of  a  sufficient  amount 
of  water  from  our  present  sources,    of  the   character  we 
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are  now  giving  the  citizens,  it  would  be  a  satisfaction  to 
the  board  and  to  the  community. 

SUPPLY. 

We  reiterate  our  former  statement  as  to  the  limita- 
tions of  our  supply,  and  call  your  attention  to  the  dis- 
cussion of  this  subject  in  our  former  reports.  The  time 
is  not  far  distant  when  plans  will  have  to  be  perfected 
for  increasing  the  supply,  as  consumption  constantly 
increases  and  we  have  reached  nearly  the  limit  of  our 
present  source. 

PUMPING   STATrO>f. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  this 
water  system  is  dependent  upon  a  single  pump.  We 
have  suggested,  and  the  matter  has  been  discussed  of 
procuring  an  auxiliary  pump  to  use  in  case  of  a  break- 
age of  the  present  one.  This  pump  has  been  in  con- 
stant service  for  ten  years,  having  pumped  all  the  water 
consumed  by  the  city  since  the  establishment  of  the  new 
system  of  water  works,  and  the  possibility  now  of  a 
breakage  increases  as  time  goes  on.  Instead  of  buying, 
at  considerable  expense,  a  small  pump  to  act  as  aux- 
iliary to  the  present  one,  we  would  recommend  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new,  modern,  high-duty  pump,  keeping  the 
present  one  as  auxiliary.  The  money  to  purchase  this 
new  pump  could  be  obtained  at  this  time  at  a  low  rate 
of  interest,  and  the  new  high- duty  pump  would  consume 
very  much  less  coal;  the  saving  in  fuel  would  doubtless 
pay  the  interest  on  this  expenditure,  and  the  city  would 
have  absolute  protection  by  reason  of  this  needed  addi- 
tion to  our  works. 

For  the  monthly  record  of  the  pumping  service  see 
Appendix  "C." 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  officials  employed  by 
the  commission,  who  have  occupied  the  various  places 
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connected  with  the   water  system,    all  having  been  re- 
tained   b)'    reason    of    continued    efficient    and    faithful 
work.

APPENDIX  B. 


REPORT   OF   SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  THE  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: — 

Gentlemen : — Agreeably  to  the  rules  relating  to  the 
duties  of  the  Superintendent,  I  submit  my  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1897,  it  being  the  tenth 
annual  report  of  the  Superintendent. 

PUMPING   station. 

No  alterations,  and  few  repairs,  were  required  during 
the  year.  The  air  compressor  that  was  temporarily 
loaned  us  by  the  George  F.  Blake  Manufacturing  Co.,  to 
test  the  artesian  well,  and  placed  outside  for  this  test, 
was  purchased  and  located  permanently  on  a  substantial 
foundation  inside  the  boiler  room,  and  necessary  connec- 
tions made.  The  No.  4  Wainright  heater,  purchased  by 
your  board,  was  put  in  position,  the  exhaust  steam  from 
the  air  compressor  being  used  to  re -heat  the  feed  water  to 
the  boilers.  By  this  arrangement  we  are  able  to  raise  the 
temperature  of  the  feed  water  from  130°  to  200°,  thereby 
reducing  the  cost  of  fuel  for  the  air  compressor,  to  a 
nominal  sum. 

The  air  compressor  has  been  run  each  day  since  start- 
ing, without  any  apparert  din  inution  in  the  supply  from 
the  artesian  well.  The  main  pumps  and  air  compressor 
have  been  painted  and  varnished,  and  are  in  first-class 
condition.     The  pumps  have  required  no  repairs. 

The  walls  and  ceiling  of  the  pump  room  have  been 
painted    and    are    much    improved  in  appearance.     The 
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entire  plant  is  in  first  class  condition  and  reflects  much 
credit  upon  those  in  charge. 


RECEIVING    BASIN. 

The  receiving  basin  has  been  given  its  regular  inspec- 
tion and  cleaning  and  found  to  be  in  excellent  condition, 
requiring  no  repairs. 

RESERVOIR. 

The  reservoir  was  given  its  annual  cleaning  and  in- 
spection May  4th,  and  found  to  be  in  good  condition, 
except  that  some  of  the  paving  blocks  on  the  east  slope 
were  drawn  by  action  of  the  ice ;  these  were  put  back  in 
position  at  a  small  expense.  Aside  from  this  no  repairs 
were  necessary. 

HUSSEY    SPRINGS. 

The  Hussey  Springs  have  been  regularly  inspected 
and,  when  necessary,  flushed  out;  the  quality  and  quan- 
tity of  water  obtained  therefrom  has  maintained  its  usual 
standard. 

WILLAND    POND. 

Willand  Pond  has  kept  at  its  usual  level  during  the 
5'ear ;  by  reason  of  this  fact  it  has  been  unnecessary  to 
run  the  auxiliary  pump  at  the  station  on  the  shore;  this, 
however,  is  kept  in  condition  for  use  at  any  time  should 
occasion  require. 

EXTENSIONS   AND    IMPROVEMENTS. 

By  the  order  of  your  board  several  extensions  have  been 
made  during  the  year;  the  two  most  important  ones, 
viz..  Stark  avenue  and  Court  street,  have  long  been  need- 
ed; 1634  feet  of  six  inch  pipe  has  been  laid  on  Stark  ave- 
nue, from  Watson's  lane  to  William  K.  Sharpe's  house  ; 
a  two-way  hydrant  was  set  on  this  line  opposite  Ex-Gov. 
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Sawyer's  farm,  which  insures  the  property  owners  better 
fire  protection  in  this  locality. 

Three  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  (3181) 
feet  of  six  inch  pipe  has  been  laid  on  Court  street  and 
Hanson  avenue,  beginning  at  a  point  nearly  opposite  the 
Court  street  entrance  to  Pine  Hill  cemetery,  and  extend- 
ing to  the  lower  end  of  Hanson  avenue.  Three  two-way 
hydrants  were  set  on  this  line,  one  nearh^  opposite  John 
Kittredge's  house,  one  opposite  Ellen  Redden's  house, 
and  one  on  the  corner  of  Hanson  avenue  and  Court  street. 
One  six  inch  gate  was  put  in  on  this  line  opposite  Wat- 
son street. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-four  (244)  feet  of  four  inch 
pipe  was  laid  on  Grove  street  to  James  M.  Hodge's  new 
house,  connection  being  made  with  six  inch  Hough 
street  line.  A  four  inch  gate  was  put  in,  controlling 
same. 

Three  hundred  and  twent^'-eight  (328)  feet  of  six  inch 
pipe  was  laid  on  Rutland  street,  which  connects  the  ex- 
tension made  in  1895,  with  the  six  inch  line  originally 
laid  to  Mrs.  Thompson's  house. 

Six  hundred  and  ninty -eight  (698)  feet  of  one  inch 
cement  lined  pipe  was  laid  on  Fourth  street  to  John 
Mclntyre's  house,  connection  being  made  near  hydrant 
on  corner  of  Fourth  and  Washington  streets.  On  ac- 
count of  the  distance,  Mr.  Mclntyre  was  required  to  do 
the  digging  and  back  filling. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-five  (255)  feet  six  inch  pipe  was 
laid  on  the  Rochester  road,  connection  being  made  at 
junction  of  Lowell  avenue,  and  extending  to  a  point  op- 
posite the  Wentworth  Home  for  Aged  People.  A  six 
inch  gate  was  set  controlling  this  extension. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  extensions,  etc. 

Stark  avenue,  six  inch,  1634  feet,  one  hydrant.  Court 
street  and  Hanson  avenue,  six  inch,   3181  feet,  one  gate. 
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three  hydrants.  Grove  street,  four  inch,  244  feet,  one 
gate.  Rutland  street,  six  inch,  328  feet.  Fourth  street, 
one  inch,  698  feet.  Rochester  road,  six  inch,  255  feet, 
six  inches,  one  gate. 

DISTRIBUTION    PIPING,    GATES    AND    HYDRANTS. 

The  hydrants  have  been  thoroughly  inspected  during 
the  year  and  left  in  good  working  condition  for  the  win- 
ter. 

There  have  been  nine  leaks  on  distribution  piping,  the 
date,  size  of  pipe  and  location,  are  as  follows  :
